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PREFACE- 



, The uses of a work written in Sanskrit verse have been 
explained by Dr. Mill in the preface to his Ghrista Sangi- 
t^ and by myself in prefaces to former Sanskrit tracts. I 
kave always found among persons interested in the propa- 
gation of the Gospel, a liberal appreciation of the advan- 
tages of the medium here employed ; but as this may not 
be inconsistent with an impression that I overrate the 
importance of Sanskrit for the secular and religious instruc- 
tion of the Hindus, I wish to take this opportunity of 
stating briefly the view I entertain of this point, and of 
expressing my sympathy with those who are endeavouring 
to diffuse the Gospel, as well as secular knowledge, through 
. other channels. 

It is well known, that the class of Hindus who are well 
read in Sanskrit, is small. This class, however, is highly 
influential, and is spread over the whole of India. It is 
one, therefore, which should by no means be neglected ; 
but, on the contrary, should receive that measure of consi- 
deration which its importance demands, and, like every 
other class, should be addressed in that particular way 
which is most Ukely to engage its attention, and conciliate 
A 2 
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its good will. This last object can be best attained, as far 
as the mere medium is concerned, by the use of Sanskrit, 
the sacred and classical language of Hindu religion and 
literature. For the benefit of those Pandits, who have not 
a very complete knowledge of Sanskrit, but may be gratifi- 
ed by being addressed in that language, it is expedient that 
the Sanskrit original should be accompanied by a vernacu- 
lar translation. 

As however the number of Pandits is comparatively 
small, and as, moreover, they are not the most likely class 
to perceive, or at least to communicate to others, the merits 
of a foreign religion whose aim it is to set aside their own, 
— ^it is, on every ground, essential that all the other classes, 
too, should be addressed through the medium most accep- 
table to them, so far as circumstances may permit. Hence 
it is indubitably expedient that, in Calcutta and its neigh- 
bourhood, and in every other place where a knowledge of 
English may be in demand, that language should be made 
the medium for conveying religious as well as secular 
instruction to the most intelligent youths. And there can 
be no doubt that a far higher European culture can, in 
present circumstances, be communicated by means of the 
EngUsh* language than in any other way. This state of 
things will doubtless, sooner or later, be so far changed, 
that the vernacular tongues will become as efficient media 
in most of the ordinary branches of education as English, 
and it will be thought as absurd for an Indian youth to 
resort to the English language for information on common 
subjects, as it would be among ourselves now to resort to 
Latin for that purpose. Such a period is, however, as yet 
&r distant ; and the English tongue must long continue to 
be learned by the natives of India, as the only means oi 
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attaining a high grade of culture, as English and other 
European Hterature must remain, for a jet more extended 
period, the hest instrument for imparting refinement of 
taste and sentiment* 

It may be observed by the way, that the study of 
Sanskrit, so far as circumstances will admit, by youths who 
haTC received a good English education, is highly to be 
recommended, both as laying open to them the ancient lite- 
rature of their country, of which it is natural that they 
should wish to have some idea, and also as tending to 
destroy the influence of the Pandits, and their prestige, as 
the only hierophants of the esoteric religion of their na- 
tion. 

There is, however, a large class to whom English is not 
now, and perhaps never can become, accessible. And it is 
high time that more should be done as well for the reli- 
gious as the secular instruction of this class, both by the 
preparation of really good vernacular books, and by efficient 
vernacular teaching. Something has been done in the 
way of writing vernacular books ; but most of the works 
hitherto pubUshed are not of an attractive character ; and 
the present vernacular teadiers are for the most part of 
a low order. The native youth, especially o£ Bengal, 
(where education is furthest advanced,) have a noble field 
for the truest ambition in the task of enriching their 
mother tongue with well written works on all subjects; 
and when it is considered how indefinite the improve- 
m^ot is of which the vernaculars are susceptible^ from 
the cognate sources, (Sanskrit for the Bengali, Hindee, 
Biahrattee, &c., and Arabic for the Urdu,) it may seem 
somewhat surprising that the stimulus of this ambition 
should as yet have been so little felt. The Bengali writ- 
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ings of the Bev. K. M. Banerjea and others shew> how 
elegant a yehicle of comnianieation that language may 
be made. It is to be hoped that they may soon have 
many and successM imitators among the thousands of 
educated young men whom the various seminaries are 
every year sending forth, — too often, it is to be feared, to 
lose all taste for intellectual improvement, when once they 
have become involved in the vortex of the busy world. 

I have endeavoured to write the following tract with 
clearness and simplicity, which are most essential requisites 
in introducing a new subject to minds hitherto limited to 
their own national circle of ideas, and unexercised on any 
thing beyond that narrow range. The employment of 
verse is conducive to this end by obliging the writer to 
complete each sentence within a single sloke, as, generally 
speaking, a regard to elegance of composition does not 
admit of a different practice. It therefore becomes neces- 
sary to break up the matter i^to short sentences, each 
containing a distinct and direct statement or proposition, 
with few secondary and supplemental clauses, and none 
of any length. 

Part of the impression of the Sanskrit tract in the Deva- 
nagari character will be accompanied by a Hindee trans- 
lation, which, though it will throughout be finally revised by 
myself, has, in the earher part, been re-written by the 
Rev. W. H. Perkins of Cawnpore, whose skill and taste in 
vernacular composition is, I hope, destined to be exhibited 
in many future writings. It is intended that the Sanskrit 
shall also appear in the Bengalee character for the use of 
Pandits and others in Bengal; and the larger portion 
of this impression will be accompanied by a Bengalee 
Version executed by the Rev. Krishna Mohan Banerjea.

The English translation is intended to give an exact idea 
of the Sanskrit, and makes no pretensions to elegance. 
The several verses are numbered, so as to facilitate re- 
ference to, and from, the Sanskrit, to those who may wish 
to examine the latter, or to study it as a help towards 
acquiring some knowledge of the Sanskrit language. 

In the composition of the trJEU^ I have always had Dr. 
Yates' Sanskrit version of the New Testament before me, 
and have made use of his renderings of terms whenever 
I found it convenient to do so.

CHAPTER I. 

THE CONVERSION OF THE JEWS, THE MUR- 
DERERS OF THE LORD JESUS CHRIST. 

The disciple says : 1. Formerly, my teacher, at my solid- 
tation, and to satisfy my curiosity, you related the sacred 
history of Jesus Christ. 2. The difiusion of His saving reli* 
^on over the earth, was also briefly narrated by you at the 
conclusion of the story. 3. Not being satisfied with what I 
have learned, owing to the brevity of the concluding narra- 
tive, I wish to learn in detail the progress of the Christian 
rdigion. 4. Who were the disciples whom the Lord sent 
forth, and who diffused His religion ? What countries did they 
visit, and what afflictions did they endure } 

The teacher replies : 5. How the Son of God, descending 
from heaven to earth, assumed a human body for the salva- 
tion of mankind ; 6. How, by various miraculous works, be- 
neficial to the wretched. He shewed forth His mighty power, 
and compassionatenesB ; 7. How, though free from sin. He 
endured the pimishment of crucifixion, and resigned His life 
as a ransom for men ; 8. How, afterwards, rising from the 
grave on the third day. He appeared on earth repeatedly to 
His disciples ; 9. How, at last, after forty days, ascending to 
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heaven in their presence. He vanished, veiled by a cloud; 
10. All this history, my disciple, I gladly related to you in 
detail in our former conversation. 11. Now I wiU narrate 
at length the history of the Lord's disciples whom He ap- 
pointed to make His religion known. 12. But the principal 
subject of narration will be the story of that disciple named 
Paul, who spread abroad in foreign lands the fame of the 
Lord. 

13. On the eve of His ascension into heaven, Jesus thus 
delivered His conunands to His disciples, who were with Him 
in the city of Jerusalem : 14. *^ After a short time the Holy 
Spirit will descend upon you, and invest you with superhuman 
miraculous power. 15. Thus endowed, ye shall publish My 
history in your own country, and in foreign lands, to the ends 
of the earth." (The teacher continues :) 16. The disciples, 
agreeably to this command of their Lord, with one accord 
awaited the descent of the Holy Spirit which He had pro- 
mised. 17* When ten days had elapsed, that power-imparting 
Spirit, attended by visible signs, descended into their hearts. 
18. For when they were all seated together in assembly, a 
sound as of a violent wind was suddenly, heard ; 19. and 
tongues as of fire were seen in the midst of the assembly, and 
alighted upon each of them. 20. The assembled disciples 
were immediately filled with the Holy Ghost, and obtained 
the miraculous knowledge of foreign languages. 21. And 
each of them began to praise God in the presence of the peo- 
ple, in that tongue which the Holy Spirit had enabled him to 
speak. 

22. At that time many pious Jews from foreign parts were 
residing in Jerusalem, who had come to attend a^festival. 
23. When they heard the praises of God thus celebrated in 
their own languages, and knew that the speakers were un- 
learned persons, they were very much astonished. 24.- Others, 
who did not understand the meaning of the words which were 
spoken, scoffingly said, " these people are talking incohe-

rently from intozicatioii.'' 25. Ftter, one of the chief disci- 
ples, having become aware of this, expUiined to the people in 
the following manner the cause of this miraculous event: 
26. " By many wonderful works performed in your sight» 
God manifested to you the majesty of the Lord Jesus. 27. 
Him, being delivered into the power of wicked men by the 
Divine permission, ye have taken and caused to be put to death 
by the punishment of crucifixion. 28. But God has raised up 
that Prince of life, who could not be holden of death, having 
released Him from its bonds. 29* Wherefore, having ascended 
into heaven, the Lord hath conferred on his devoted followers 
this miraculous knowledge of tongues, as the fruit of His 
own exaltation. 30. Doubt not then that God hath enthron- 
ed, as Lord and Saviour, that Jesus whom ye crucified." 
31. The people who stood there were grieved in heart, 
when they heard this, acknowledging their own great sin in 
putting to death the mighty Saviour. 32. Agitated with fear, 
they asked of Peter and the other disciples, " Brethren, what 
must we, guilty men, do ?" 33. Peter answered, '' Repent of 
your offence, and be initiated with water in the name of Jesus 
Christ. 34. Thus doing, ye shall all receive remission of 
sins, and become possessed by the Holy Spirit." 35. On 
hearing this, three thousand men believed, and entered into 
the community of the disciples by baptism.* 

36. On a subsequent occasion two disciples named Peter 
and John went devoutly to the temple of God to pray. . 37. 
There was in that city a man lame from his birth> who sat 
continually at the gate of the temple to solicit alms. 38. 
Seeing the two disciples about to enter the gate, he asked 
something of them ; and received this reply, " Look on us." 
39 He accordingly looked on them, in the hope of receiving 
something, when Peter thus addressed him, meaning to con- 
fer a better boon than he had solicited : 40. '' Gold and silver

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have I none, but what I have, I give thee : in the name of 
Jesus Christ, arise and walk." 41. Having thus spoken, he 
laid hold on his right hand and lifted him up ; and forthwith 
the lame man received strength in his feet, and rose and 
walked. 42. The people who were then in the temple and 
recognized him, were much astonished when they beheld 
him walking. 43. As the people ran towards the disciples 
in the temple, Peter perceiving their astonishment, thus 
addressed them : 44. " Why do ye marvel at this miracle, or 
why do ye stand looking at us in amazement? 45. It is 
not by our own holiness, or by our own power, that we have 
bestowed on this lame man the power of walking. 46. The 
Son of God whom ye condemned and slew, has been freed 
from the dominion of death, and become highly esudted. 47* 
It is by faith in the name of this mighty Lord, and in no 
other wise that we have cured this lame man.'' 48. By these 
and other words, setting forth the glory of Jesus, many of 
the hearers were attracted to believe in the name of the 
Lord. 

49. When the chief priests heard that the disciples had 
been instructing the people, they were incensed, and caused 
them to be shut up in prison. 50. And on the following day 
they placed them in the midst of the council, and asked them, 
" By what authority have ye performed this work ?" 61. When 
he had heard this question of the coimcillors, Peter, filled 
with the Holy Ghost, fearlessly thus replied : 52. '' Venera- 
ble rulers of the land, ye enquire in respect of this lame man, 
by whose power he has been made whole. 53. By the might 
of that Jesus whom ye slew, but whom God raised again to 
life, this lame man stands before you, cured. 54. Besides 
that Jesus there is no Saviour; nowhere on earth is there 
any other saving name." 55. Hearing this, and beholding 
the boldness of the disciples, and perceiving that they were 
unlearned men, the chief priests were much amazed. 56 
And seeing the man who had been cured standing before

them, they could not deny that a miracle had been wrought. 
57* They> then> after consulting together^ strictly forbade the 
disciples from teaching the people in the name of Jesus. 68. 
When they had heard this prohibition, given by their power- 
ful adyersaries^ the disciples thus replied, putting their trust 
in Grod: 59> ''Whether your injimction is more to be re- 
garded than God's command, — of this matter be ye the 
judges: 60. We cannot remain unemployed in publishing 
what we have aeen and heard in reference to Jesus.'' 61. 
After the rulers had again threatened the disciples, they re- 
leased them without punishment : 62. Because all the people 
had witnessed the great miracle which they had performed, 
and glorified God on that account. 

63- When released, the disciples went to the people of their 
own company, and made known the whole matter relating to 
the chief priests. 64. On hearing this, the whole body of 
Jesus Christ's followers prayed aloud to God together in the 
following strain : 65. ** Thou, O Lord, art the maker of heaven, 
and earth, and sea, and all things therein existing. 66. Of 
old, the holy bard, David, filled by Thy Spirit, thus spake, 
'Why do the incensed heathen take fruitless counsel to- 
gether? 67. The rulers of the earth have assembled to 
oppose Grod, and His anointed King.' 68. That which the 
bard, prescient of the future, foretold as about to come to 
pass, has all, O Lord, been fulfilled before our eyes. 69. Fcmt 
in this city, Pilate, and the other wicked rulers assembled to 
oppose Thy holy Son Jesus. 70, But they, being but of 
small power, could only do that which Thou, Lord, didst 
ordain to come to pass. 71. Now, behold the threatening of 
our adversaries, and make us fearless in proclaiming Thy 
word. 7a. And endue us with great power for the perform- 
ance of miracles in proof of that word which Thou hast 
spoken." 73. As the disciples thus prayed in their assembly, 
the place where they were gathered together, was suddenly 
shaken. 74. Then the whole band of the disciples being fill- 
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ed with the Holy Ghost, began to speak the divine word 
with boldness. 

75. Afterwards Peter and the other chief followers of the 
Lord performed many wonderful works in presence of the 
people. 76. In consequence of this, the people brought the 
sick and placed them in the streets, in order that the shadow 
of Peter, as he passed, might touch them. 77- And a great 
multitude of sick who lived in the neighbouring country 
were brought to Jerusalem, and healed by the disciples. 78. 
When the chief priest and those of his party perceived this, 
they were filled with malice, and caused the apostles of 
Jesus to be shut up in prison. 79. But an angel of the 
Lord descended at night from heaven into the prison, and 
opening the door, brought out the apostles; 80. And thus 
addressed them, '' Go into the temple and publish all the 
history of Jesus." 81. According to. the command of the 
angel, the apostles entered into the temple early in the morn- 
ing, and taught the people who were there. 82. The priests 
and others however, being ignorant of the miraculous libera- 
tion of the disciples, sent messengers to the prison to sum- 
mon them. 83. The messengers accordingly went to the 
prison, but not finding the apostles within it, returned with 
this intelligence : 84. '^We found the prison shut, and the 
keepers standing at the door, but we saw no one imprisoned 
within." 85. When the priests and others heard these wonder- 
ful tidings, they became doubtful and perplexed as to the 
issue of the matter. 86. While the rulers were thus ponder- 
ing the affair and at a loss how to act, a man came from the 
temple with this information : 87* " The men whom ye yester- 
day shut up in the prison, are now standing in the temple and 
teaching the people." 88. On learning this, the chief priest 
sent for the apostles, and placing them in the council, thus 
addressed them in threatening language : 89. *' Did we nqt 
formerly strictly forbid your ever again proclaiming the 
name of Jesus ? 90. Nevertheless^ ye have filled this city 
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with the accounts of \dm, and desire to make us suffer the 
consequences of putting him to death." 91. Then Peter and 
all the other apostles answered, *'The Divine command is 
more to be regarded than the command of men. 92. Jesus, 
whom ye slew by crucifixion, has been installed by God as 
a Lord and a Saviour, for the forgiveness of sins. 93. Of this 
matter we are all witnesses, and the Holy Spirit too is a wit- 
ness by the various miracles which He has manifested." 

94. When the councillors heard this, they were filled with rage, 
and meditated the death of those despisers of their authority. 

95. But at length they assented to the opinion of a person of 
consideration among themselves, and after repeating their for- 
mer prohibition, they scourged the disciples and then let them 
go. 96. But they departed from the council, rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to suffer reproach for Jesus' sake. 97' 
Subsequently, both in their own assembly, and in the temple, 
they daily published the whole story of Jesus. 98. The num- 
ber of the disciples afterwards increased greatly, ^d many 
priests embraced the faith of Jesus Christ. 

99* I will now relate the history of another noble-minded 
disciple, who suffered death by stoning, for the Lord's sake. 

100. That holy man, by name Stephen, being endowed with 
miraculous power, performed great miracles before the people. 

101. Then some Jews disputed with him, but could not refute 
his words, which were full of wisdom. 102. They next seized 
him by force, and brought him before the great council, and 
maliciously devised the following groundless accusation : 103. 
" This man continually reviles this holy temple of God, and 
the holy scriptures delivered by Moses; 104. alleging that 
this Jesus will speedily destroy this holy place, and annul the 
ordinances enjoined by Moses." 105. On hearing these words 
of the accusers, the chief priest thus addressed Stephen, 
whose countenance was like the countenance of an angel: 
106. " Do thou answer for thyself in regard to the matters 
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with which these accusers charge thee." 107. Then Stephen, 
at the close of an answer emhracing many subjects^ spoke 
these words, unacceptable to the Jews, who were devoted to 
the temple : 108. '^ God dwelleth not in temples constructed 
by men, as He himself saith in the book of the prophet ; 109. 
* Heaven is my throne and earth is my footstool : what house 
will ye bui]d for me ; 110. or what place will be suitable for 
my rest ? Have not I created all these things ?' " 111. Per- 
ceiving that, on hearing this, the assembled people exhibited 
gestures indicating rage, the fearless Stephen spoke these 
words of reproach : 112. " Ah ! rebellious men, all impure of 
heart, ye continually resist the Holy Ghost. 113. Such as 
the evil conduct of your fathers was, is yours also seen to be. 
114. Which of aU the pn^hets, the messengers of God's com* 
mands, did not your fathers persecute? 115. Those your 
wicked ancestors, slew the religious teachers who announced 
the tidings of the holy Lord who was afterwards to appear. 
116. And that same Lord Jesus, foretold by the prophets, ye 
have now caused to be slain, delivering Him into the hands of 
Bis murderers." 117. T^e assembled people, on hearing these 
and other words of Stephen, displayed the fierceness of their 
rage by gnashing their teeth. 118. But he, being fuU of the 
Holy Ghost, turning his eyes up towards heaven, beheld the 
divine glory, and Jesus standing near to God; 119. and 
said, '^ I see the heavens opened, and the Son of Man stand- 
ing on the right side of God." 120. On hearing this, the peo- 
ple in the assembly cried out aloud, and stopping their ears 
with their hands, ran to lay hold on Stephen. 121. Then 
these hard-hearted people brought that innocent man without 
the city, and slew him by throwing on him great stones. 
122. Though on the point of death, that devoted man was fuU 
of faith, and prayed, " Lord Jesus, receive my spirit." 123. 
Meek of soul, he cried aloud, " Lord, lay not this crime of my 
murder to the charge of these my slayers." 124. Having 
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thus offered ap his life, as a heroic witness, for the Lord's 
sake, he became celebrated in after times as the first of the 
witnesses of Jesus. 

125. The hostile Jews then began to afflict with various 
pnnishmeDts the Christian church in Jerusalem. 126. The 
servants of Christ being in consequence scattered abroad in 
their own country, disseminated everywhere the glad tidings 
regarding the Lord. 127* And afterwards the chief disciples 
of the Lord, called apostles, travelled hither and thither, and 
instructed their own countrymen. 128. Attracted by their 
instructions, very many Jews embraced the religion of Jesus, 
the great Redeemer. 129. But all the other Jews, whose inner 
eye was sealed, were unable to recognize the sun of salvation 
which had arisen. 



CHAPTER n. 
THE REGENERATION OF ST. PAUL. 

Thb disc^le says : 1 . I have heard how the Christian re- 
ligion advanced in Jerusalem, and in the land of Judsea. 2. 
I now wish to hear how that new faith was Mother spread in 
other coimtries. 

The teacher answers : 3. I shall relate the history of that 
energetic apostle who most especially disseminated the Chris- 
tian religion in foreign lands. 4. There was in the city of 
Jerusalem a certain young man named Saul, who afterwards 
by change of appeUatbn, was called Paul.. 5. Bom of Jewish 
lineage, he became the disciple of a certain celebrated teacher, 
and was instructed in the Mosaic scriptures. 6. Being leam.- 
ed in all the tenets of the Pharisaic sect, he practised, with 
great strictness, his paternal religion. 7. And, co nti n u a lly 
serving God with great devotion, he strove, according to his 
B 3 
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knowledge, to uphold that religion which had been divinely 
revealed. 8. But having failed, from ignorance, to embrace 
the religion which Jesus had promulgated, he regarded the 
pious servants of the Lord as fallen away from the true faith. 
9. Thinking in his heart that they were opponents of pure re- 
ligion, he imagined that their punishment was pleasing to 
God. 10. When the holy Stephen was slain by stoning, he 
consented to his death, and became an assistant thereat. 1 1 . 
With great zeal persecuting the Christian church, he seized 
both meii and women and caused them to be imprisoned i 121 
and when the rulers took counsel to put them to death, he 
assented thereto, in the madness of his rage. 13. Continually 
striving to root out their religion, he compelled the timid 
disciples to blaspheme Jesus. 

14. At length, being intent on seizing the Christians who 
dwelt in foreign countries, Saul resolved to travel to a city 
called Damascus. 15. And in order that the Jews of that 
place might render him assistance, he set out with letters 
from the chief priest. 16. At midday, when he arrived near 
that city with his attendants, suddenly a great light from 
above shone upon them; 17. Being precipitated to the ground 
by that light, more dazzling than the glory of the sun, Saul 
heard this voice, "Saul, why persecutest thou me?" 18. 
On hearing this, he asked, "Who art thou. Lord," and 
received this answer, **I am that Jesus whom thou per- 
secutest." 19. Again asking, " O great Lord, what shall I 
do?" he received from Jesus the following command: 20. 
"Rise, and go into this city; and there thou shalt receive 
clear instructions in regard to that work to which thou shalt 
be appointed." 21. Saul's companions who had beheld the 
light, and heard the voice, but saw no one, stood fixed, 
in astonishment. 22. But Saul, who remained entirely blind- 
ed by the excess of light, was led by the hand, and brought 
into Damascus by his companions. 23. For three days he 
continued devoid of sight, and neither ate nor drank. 
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24. There dwelt in that city a certain disciple named Ana- 
nias : to him the Lord appeared, and sent him to Saul. 25. 
Conformably to that command, Ananias went to Saul, laid his 
hands on him, and thus addressed him : 26. " Brother, that 
Jesus who was seen by thee in the way, hath sent me to give 
thee sight, and to communicate to thee the Holy Ghost." 27- 
Then, as it were scales fell down from his eyes, and forth- 
with his sight, which had before been impeded, became clear. 
28. By that clearing of his outward eyes, the cleaiMing of his 
mental vision also is typified. 29. For before, his inward 
eye, being stopped up by ignorance and other impurities, was 
unable to recognize the glory of Jesus Christ. 30. But at 
that time, the impediments to his mental vision being re- 
moved, he beheld the majesty of the Lord, and joyfully 
devoted himself to His service. 31. Afterwards Ananias, ac- 
cording to the Lord's command, made known the future 
exalted office of Paul, as follows : 32. '' The Almighty Lord 
hath chosen thee that thou mightest know the divine will, 
and see the holy Lord, and hear His voice. 33.* Thou shalt 
be appointed a messenger to proclaim all which thou hast 
now seen, and which the Lord wiU shew unto thee. 34. 
In order that men of aU nations may obtain mental sight, may 
be delivered from the power of the prince of darkness, may 
serve God, — 35. and may attain to the lofty rank of the 
sanctified people, — ^to accomplish aU this thou shalt be sent 
forth by the Lord. 36. And now, brother, what need of 
tarrying ? call upon the Lord, and be baptized, for thy purifi- 
cation from sin." 



* The words in Acts zxvi. IC-IS descriptive of Saul's commission, which in that 
passage are ascribed by the apostle to our Lord Himself, are very similar in 
purport to those employed by Ananias in Acts xxii. 14rl5, and would seem in 
reality to have been part of Christ's message communicated through that dis- 
ciple. See Dr. Olshausen's commentary on Acts ix. I have therefore blnded 
them with the rest of Ananias's address to Saul. In the speech of Paul before 
Agrippa, however, I have adhered closely to the apostle's own tepresentation, 
and allowed the words to appear as proceeding immediately from our Lord 
Himself. 
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37. Having obtamed siich a vision of the heaven>ascended 
Lord, Saul devoted himself to His service without delay. 38. 
Having entered the Church by obtaining baptism, he began, 
to teach that Jesus is the Son of God. 39. All his hearers 
were much amazed at this, and said, ** is not this he who for<- 
merly persecuted the Christians ?" 40. But Saul, by the 
power of his words, refuted the Jews, proving that Jesusr was 
the promised Deliverer. 

41. When a short time had elapsed, the Jews became dis- 
pleased at this proclamation of the glory of Jesus, and sought 
to kill Saul. 42. Entertaining this murderous intention, they 
caused the gates of the city to be watched day and nigh^ to 
prevent his escape. 43. But the Christians of that place let 
him down by night, in a basket, through a window in the 
wall. 44. Saul then went to Jerusalem, and endeavoured, 
to unite himself with the Christian church there. 45. But 
all the disciples, knowing that he had before been a perse- 
cutor, entertained doubts of his discipleship, and were afraid 
of him. 46. But a Christian named Barnabas related to the 
apostles the whole history of Saul, beginning with the ap- 
pearanceof Jesus. 

47. Saul then lived in the society of the Christian church, 
and fearlessly exerted himself to spread abroad the faith 
of Jesus, by discussions on the purport of the scriptures. 
48.* On one occasion, subsequently, as he was praying in 
the temple of God> he obtained a vision of Jesus and heard 
from Him these words : 49* " Depart quickly from Jerusa- 
lem, for the people of this city will not receive thy witness 
in regard to me.'' 50. Then Saul said, " Lord, I formerly 
opposed Thy religion, persecuted Thy devoted followers, 
and caused them to be imprisoned. 51. And when Thy 
devoted Stephen was slain. Lord, I was an assistant of his 
murderers. 52. The people of this city know that once I 



• Acta xzU. 17— SI. 
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was thus a stubborn opponent of Thee, and that I have now 
become Thy servant. 53. Reflecting on this change in my 
ojMnions, they may perhaps receive my words in regard to 
Tbee." 54. When he had thus spoken, the Lord commanded 
him, ^' Depart from this city, for I send thee as a messenger to 
men of other races.'' 55. That which the omniscient Lord 
said to Paul in the temple, was fulfilled accordingly, for no 
one there believed his words. 56. On the contrary, the 
opponents of that devoted follower of the Lord being in- 
flamed with ill win on account of his zeal, endeavoured to put 
him to death. 57. But the other disciples, having become 
aware of the design of these malignant men, consulted Saul's 
safety by sending him to uiother city. 

58. This servant of the Lord, having subsequently arrived 
in his own native city named Tarsus, dwelt there for several 
years. 59. In what work he spent his time there, is not 
specified in the sacred writings. 60. But there is no doubt 
that that devoted man occupied himself in continually pro- 
claiming the great redemption effected by the Lord. 61. 
Subsequently Barnabas came to that city to seek Saul, and 
having found him, brought him to Antioch. 62. There re- 
sorting together to the assembly for the space of a year, these 
two teachers instructed many people in the Christian religion. 



CHAPTER III. 
ST. PAUL'S FIRST JOURNEY. 

The disciple says: 1. 2. I have learned from your lips, 
my instructor, the wonderful narrative of St. Paul's life,— 
how, being formerly the enemy of Christ, and the persecutor 
of His disciples, he was vanquished by the mighty power of 
the Lord, and became obedient to Him, and strove to diflfuse 
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the faith which he had before despised. 3. Now tell me 
to what other countries that fearless messenger went, to make 
known the Lord's name, and what he did there. The teacher 
repHes : 4. There were in the city of Antioch certain Christian 
teachers, who served the Lord, and devoutly fasted. 5. Beings 
instructed by the Holy Ghost, these teachers appointed Saul 
and Barnabas to proclaim in foreign lands the religion of 
Christ. 6. Being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, these two 
went down to the sea-coast, and thence proceeded by ship to 
the island of Cyprus. 

7. There is a sea called the Mediterranean CSthdla-madhya' 
sthah) by the learned men of the West, situated at a great 
distance to the westward of India. 8. You must under- 
stand that the land of the Jews is situated on the SE. 
corner of that sea, and to the N. of it lie Greece and other 
countries. 9. In that sea there are many islands, small 
and great ; and among them is a large island named Cyprus. 
10. Saul and Barnabas, after reaching that island by sea 
in a ship, came to a famous city called Paphos. II. There 
was there an intelligent Roman ruler named Sergius Paulus, 
who sent for them and requested that he might hear the di- 
vine word. 12. With him there was a certain pretended pro- 
phet, a Jewish magician, named Barjesus, who was devoted to 
his own selfish ends. 13. He, perceiving that the intelligent 
ruler was intent on hearing the holy word, endeavoured by 
his opposition to turn him away from the faith. 14. Then 
Saul, fixing his steady gaze on the magician, and being filled 
with the Holy Ghost, thus addressed that wicked man: 15. 
"Thou wicked, guileful, opposer of righteousness, child of 
hell ! wilt thou continually cause men to stray from the holy 
paths of God ? 16. Now shall the divine vengeance be mani- 
fested in thee, for thou shalt become bHnd, and for a long 
time unable to see the sun.*' 17. As soon as this was spoken, 
darkness veiled his sight, and wandering hither and thither, 
he sought people to lead him. 18. When the Roman ruler 
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beheld this wonderful work, he was amazed, and emhraced 
the Mth which was taught by Jesus Christ's disciples. 

19. Saul, who was thenceforward known by the name of 
had, then embarked on board a ship, and departed from that 
city with his companions. 20. They speedily reached the con* 
tinent of Asia, lying to the North, and came to a Grecian city 
named Antioch situated there. 21. All the inhabitants of 
that country, excepting the Jews, were sunk in idolatry, and 
forsook the true God. 22. But in that, and many other 
foreign cities, there dwelt many Jews, who were engaged in 
commerce. 23. On Saturday, their holy day, Paul and his 
companions entered into their place of worship, and sat down 
in the midst of the assembly. 

24. Then, when the reading of the scriptures according to 
custom was concluded, Paul, at the request of the rulers of 
the synagogue, arose, and delivered this exhortation: 25. 
" Grod, haying in many ways shewn favour to our ancestors, 
and made them victorious, settled them in the beautiful land 
of Canaan. 26. There, in their own country, after being for 
a long time governed by other kings, they at length obtained 
for their monarch the pious David, beloved of God. 27. In 
the race of that David, God, according to His promise, raised 
up a Saviour, Jesus. 28. The glory of that Saviour, incarnate 
upon earth, was proclauned before the people by the venera- 
ble prophet John, His forerunner, 29. who extolled Him 
in the following and similar strains : ' I am not he whom ye 
suppose me to be; but one cometh after me, whose shoe's 
latchet I am not worthy to loose.' 30. Brethren of Jewish 
race, and ye other worshippers of God, to you is the message 
of this salvation sent. 31. The rulers of our land, not under- 
standing the purport of the scriptures, contemned that glo- 
rious promised Redeemer, though He had been indicated in 
the sacred writings. 32. These cruel men, having fulfilled 
all that had been foretold by the prophets in reference to His 
death, committed Him to the grave. 33. But He, being 
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speedily raised up by God from the state of the dead, appeared 
repeatedly to His followers. 34. God has, therefore, now, by- 
raising up Jesus, fulfilled that promise which He made to 
our fathers. 35. Hear then, my brethren, the joyful tiding's $ 
through this divine Lord is forgiveness of sins obtained. 
36. They who take refuge in Christ are purified from all 
those ofiTences, from which they could not be purified by tlie 
observances enjoined by Moses. 37. Beware, therefore, lest 
the unhappy fate which awaits the despisers of the Lord 
should come upon you." 

38. On the following sabbath, almost all the citizens again 
assembled to hear the word of God. 39. But the Jews, 
beholding the numerous assemblage, were filled with envy, 
and endeavoured, with reviling, to contradict the words of 
Paul. 40. When Paul and Barnabas saw such opposition 
ofiTered by these blinded men, they fearlessly addressed them 
in the following manner: 41. ''It was, doubtless, incumbent 
on us first to preach the word of God to you Jews. 42. But 
ye, having heard, ignorantly reject it, and are so infatuated 
as to consider yourselves unworthy of eternal life. 43. We 
shall therefore engage in the instruction of men of other races, 
in order that they may obtain salvation.'' 44. When the 
Greeks heard the joyful news of the salvation to be obtained 
by themselves, they were glad and glorified God. 45. But 
the Jews, being displeased at such a proclamation of the word 
of the Lord, expeUed Paul and his companion from the dty. 

46. Paul and Barnabas having next come to a city called 
Iconium, again began devotedly to proclaim the name of the 
Iiord. 47, Many, both Greeks and Jews, who were desirous 
of salvation, being impelled by their words, embraced the 
Christian faith. 48. At last, the malicious J ews united with the 
Greeks, designed to stone those two messengers of the Lord. 
49. But the latter, having become aware of their evil in- 
tention, fled from that city, and came to Lystra, where they 
declared the tidings of salvation. 
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50. In that city tbere dwelt a certain helpless man, lame 
&om his birth, who then heard the word spoken by Paul. 
51. Beholding him, and perceiving his faith to obtain a cure, 
Paul said to him, " Rise and stand upright on thy feet.'' 52. 
Inunediately, by the power of that word, the lame man ob- 
tained strength, and arose, and began to walk. 53. Seeing 
bim walking, the men of that city cried aloud, " The gods, 
baving assumed the form of men, have come down among 
m," 54. They called Barnabas lord of the gods, who bore 
the name of Zeus, and on account of Paul's eloquence, they 
designated him as Hermes. 55. Then the priest of the god 
Zeus brought oxen with garlands, and foolishly endeavoured 
to sacrifice to them as gods. 56. Paul and Barnabas, having 
learnt this intention, were grieved, and running into the midst 
of the crowd, cried out as foUows : 57. " Sirs, why do ye 
act thus ? we are mortals like yourselves, and in all respects 
of the same nature. 58. We have come to you to exhort you 
to abandon such worship of (false) deities, and to serve the 
true God. 59. That God in former times permitted the men 
of all countries to walk in the ways which pleased them. 60. 
And yet by His beneficence to mankind, in sending rain, and 
bestowing the products of the earth. He manifested His own 
existence." 61. Even by such an address, the Lord's mes- 
sengers were scarcely able to restrain those foolish people, 
vho were bent on offering sacrifice. 

62. Afterwards certain wicked Jews, coming from another 
town, incited the people, and caused Paul to be severely stoned. 

63. And imagining him to be in consequence quite dead, 
they dragged him along the ground to the outside of the town. 

64. But afterwards, as the disciples were standing around him, 
be rose up in Iheir presence, and entered into the city. 

65. Subsequently Paul and Barnabas, with the view of visit- 
ing their disciples, went again to those cities where they had 
before proclaimed the name of the Lord* 66* There they con- 
finned the disciples by the following and other exhortations, 

c 
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vi«. " Though ye. suffer afflictions, ye must continue stead- 
fast in the true religion." 67. And having appointed superin- 
tendents to rule in every church, they prayed to God to protect 
the disciples. 68. Having then come to the sea shore and em- 
barked on board a ship, at the conclusion of their journey they 
arrived again in the city of Antioch. 



CHAPTER lY. 
PAUL'S SECOND JOURNEY. 

Thb pupil says : 1. Having now learned from you, my in- 
structor, the zeal and patience of St. Paul in the diffusion of 
the Christian faith, I am desirous to hear the sequel of the 
story. The teacher answers : 2. Having remained in the afore- 
said city of Antioch for some time, Paul became desirous to 
see his foreign disciples. 3. Having taken for his companion 
a certsdn devout man named Silas, he travelled round to all the 
cities where the disciples dwelt. 4. Then all the churches, 
being confirmed in the path of righteousness by the exhorta- 
tions of the Lord's messengers, increased more and more. 
5. Then Paul being bent on diffiising in other more remote 
countries the faith of the Lord, went to the north along with 
his companion. 6. Having come to the sea coast, under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, he there obtained in a dream the 
following divine admonition. 7. A man of the land of Mace- 
donia was seen standing and saying, " Come to our country 
and help us." 8. Inferring from that vision the will of the 
Lord, Paul and his companions set out for Macedonia by way of 
the sea. 9. Having arrived in a principal city of that country 
named Philippi, they proclaimed the glad tidings of the sal- 
vation effected by Jesus. 10. On the holy day of the Jews, 
they conversed on the banks of the river outside of the city 
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with the women who were assembled for devotion. 11. One 
of these women named Lydia, being incited by God, listened 
with attention to the instructions delivered by Paul. 12. Hav- 
ing then entered the Christian church by initiation, she invited 
Paul and the rest to be hospitably entertained in her house. 

13. Another day, when Paul and the others were going to 
the place of devotion, a certain Greek slave girl met them. 
14. As she was possessed by a spirit, she was supposed by 
the people of that city to be able to foretell futmre events, and 
by practising fortune-telling she acquired much wealth for 
her masters. 15. She then followed Paul and his compa- 
nions and cried aloud, "These servants of God declare to us 
the way of salvation.'' 16. When she had repeatedly said 
this, Paul became grieved and said, " Thou spirit, I command 
thee in the name of Jesus Christ to come out of her.'' 17. 
When the spirit had, immediately on Paul's command, come 
out of the slave girl, her masters reflected that their hopes of 
wealth were destroyed. 18. They then seized Paul and Silas, 
and dragged them by force before the rulers of tiie city, whom 
they thus addressed: 19. "These men, by teaching customs 
which we cannot receive, create great disorder in this city." 
20. On hearing this, the rulers caused the Lord's servants 
to be severely beaten with rods, and then ordered them to 
be shut up in prison. 21. The jailor accordingly brought 
them into the inner prison, and fastened their feet in the 
stocks. 

22- At midnight, Paul and Silas, being undisheartened even 
by such chastisement, praised God with hymns. 23. Then 
suddenly there was an earthquake, and the prison was shaken 
to its foundations, and all the doors were instantly opened. 
24. The jailor then suddenly awaking from sleep, beheld all 
the prison doors open. 25. And inferring that all the pri- 
soners had fled from the prison, he attempted to kill himself 
with a sword. 26. But Paul called out to him aloud, " Do 
thyself no injury, for all we prisoners remain here," 27» 
c 2 
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Astonished at the earthquake and other supematural occur- 
rences, the J£dlor reflected that these (must be) divine messen- 
gers. 28. Having then caused a Hght to be brought, he en- 
tered trembling, and fell down respectfully at the feet of Paul 
and Silas. 29. Then bringing them out, he asked in agita* 
tion, " Lords, what must I do to obtain salvation ?" 30. They 
repHed to him, ''By faith take refuge in Christ: thus shalt 
thou, with thy family, obtain salvation." 31. Believing witb 
delight the word of those faithful men, he immediately ob- 
tained baptism with his family. 32. Having then washed the 
wounds of the Lord's messengers, occasioned by the stripes 
they had received, he took them to his own house, and hospi- 
tably entertained them. 

33. In the morning the rulers of the city sent this message, 
" Let those men be immediately discharged from the prison." 
34. The jailor accordingly made known to them this message, 
and said, "Sirs, depart in peace." 35. That country was 
then, my pupil, subject to the Roman Emperor, and all the 
Roman customs prevailed in the city. 36. According to their 
custom, the punishment of Roman citizens without a regular 
trial was forbidden. 37. And even when the criminality of 
the accused Romans was established, it was forbidden to 
punish them by scourging. 38. Now Paul had obtained the 
rank of a Roman citizen, and hence it was contrary to the 
Roman law to scourge him. 39. He then said : " The rulers 
have, in presence of the people, unjustly scourged us, un- 
condemned, though we are Romans. 40. And having shut 
us up, though guiltless, in this prison, do they now medi- 
tate releasing us secretly? 41. That shall never be; nay, let 
the rulers themselves come here, and take us out." 42. Hav- 
ing heard these words of Paul, the rulers were afraid, and 
came themselves, and brought Paul and Silas out of the 
prison. 43. Paul and his companions having then exhorted 
their new disciples, departed without delay from that city of 
Philippi. * 
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44. Having arrived in another Greek city named Thessalo- 
iuca» Paul found many Jews dwelling there. 45. He accord- 
ingly entered into their place of worship, and instructed them, 
proving that Jesus was the expected Redeemer. 46. Certain 
of the Jews and many of the Greeks being attracted by Paul's 
instmctionSy embraced the Christian faith. 47. But the other 
Jews, when they beheld this, were filled with malice, and 
having made an uproar in the city, endeavoured to seize Paul 
and his companions. 48. But not finding them at home, 
they seized the householder Jason, their host, and brought 
him to the rulers, 49. And said: ''The men who stir up 
disorder in the whole world, are come to this city and are 
spreading abroad their opinions. 50. These lawless persons 
oppose the decrees of the Emperor, saying there is a certain 
other emperor, named Jesus." 51. Such a disturbance hav- 
ing been stirred up by their wicked adversaries, Paul and 
his companions considered that they ought not to stay there 
any longer. 52. For Jesus had before commanded his dis- 
ciples, saying ; " When men persecute you in one city, depart 
quickly to another.'' 

53. They accordingly departed thence to another city called 
Beroea, and engaged in instructing the Jews of that place. 
54. These Jews paid earnest attention to the words of Paul, and 
examined them by searching the scriptures. 55. Hence many 
of them, and also many Grecian women and men, embraced 
the Christian faith. 56. But the Jews of Thessalonica, having 
heard tidings of this, came to Bercea, and excited the people 
to tumult. 57. In consequence of this, Paul departed quickly 
from Beroea, and came to a celebrated city called Athens. 

58. That city, the parent of philosophers skilled in various y' 
departments of knowledge, was accounted by the Greeks the 
metropolis of science. 59. Certain of the learned there, seek- 
ing to attain a knowledge of the supreme good, propounded 
various mutually conflicting systems. 60. Of these the light- 
minded followers of a philosopher called Epicurus, regarded 
c 3 
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pleasure as the chief good. 61. Others, again, called Stoics » 
despised pleasure, and said that virtue was the one grea.!; 
source of wellbeing. 62. The inhabitants of that city beings 
addicted to the worship of various deities, crowded the town. 
with splendid temples, and images of the gods. 63. Paul, as 
he walked round the city day after day, beheld everywhere 
the images of the deities set up. 64. Being a devout servant 
of the only God, he was much grieved by such worship paid 
to gods unworthy of adoration. 65. Wherefore he conversed, 
in the synagogue with the Jews and others, and daily with 
those whom he met in the market. 66. Then certain dispu- 
tatious Epicurean and Stoic philosophers, hearing Paul speak, 
encountered him. 67 - Some of them scoffingly said, " What 
does this prater mean to say by this idle talk }" 68. Others 
hearing him discourse about Jesus, said, ** He appears to be 
a proclaimer of foreign gods.'' 

69. llie Athenians, being always desirous of hearing some- 
thing new, for the most part spent their time in talking of 
such matters. 70. Hence being curious to know the new 
doctrine declared by Paul, they took him to a certain famous 
hill of judgment, and said : 71- " We desire to understand this 
new doctrine promulgated by thee, for we have heard unpre- 
cedented things from thee." 72. Standing in an assembly of 
such acute auditors, the ambassador of God addressed to them 
this divine message : 

73. " Ye men of Athens, I have ocular proof that ye are 
intensely devoted to the worship of divinities. 74. For while 
wandering about in the city, and beholding the idols and 
other objects, I saw an altar marked with these letters, 'To 
an unknown god.' 75. I therefore make known to you cor- 
rectly the glory of that God whom, not knowing, ye worship. 
76. God, the Creator of the world. Lord of earth and heaven, 
being infinite, dwells not in temples made by men. 77* Being 
Himself the giver of life to all, and the preserver, He requires 
not for His own happiness any service performed by His crea-

tores. 78. Having produced from one root all races of men, 
and determined their several countries. He has caused them to 
inhahit all parts of the earth. 79., By thus displaying His glory 
in the world. He desires to draw all men to enquire after His 
existence. 80. But in reality He is not far from us, hecause it 
is through Him that we live and move and exist. 81. A saying 
foimerly spoken hy certain poets of your own country is well 
known, 'We are his ofispiing.' 82. Wherefore, being the sen- 
tient offspring of God, we ought not to think that He is like 
to images created by ourselves. 83. God having borne the 
former ignorance of mankind, now commands all men to for- 
sake their evil ways. 84. For He hath appointed a dreadful 
day of judgment, in which the destiny of men shall be deter- 
mined according to their works. 85. Then Jesus, the mighty 
Lord, shall descend from heaven to earth, having been ap- 
pointed by God the judge of mankind. 86. By His own 
resurrection. He has given a strong proof of the resurrection 
of others, and of the future judgment.'^ 

87. When the resurrection of the dead was mentioned by 
Paul, certain of the Athenians derided it, regarding it as ab- 
surd. 88. Others sai(>to Paul, ''We will hear again the doc- 
trine propounded by thee on this matter." 89. Paul then 
immediately departed from the midst of the assen^bly: but 
certain persons adhered to his doctrine and believed. 90. 
Among them was one of the members of the coimcil of justice, 
named Dionysius, and a woman named Damans, and others 
also. 

91. After that, Paul departed from that city of Athens, and 
came to another city called Corinth. 92. That celebrated 
city, situated between two seas, was an emporium of articles 
of merchandize, the productions of every land. 93. Hence 
many merchants and others from foreign countries were con- 
tinually assembled there for the purposes of commerce. 94. 
And many acute philosophers who resided there were engaged 
in the ardent pursuit of science. 
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95. Paul, when he arrived in that city, proclaimed in the 
Jewish synagogue the glory of Jesus, the Saviour of the 
world ; 96. Setting forth that it is through Him crucified that 
salvation is attained, — that no deliverance is to he found in 
any other way, and such other topics. 97. But the light- 
minded Jews, being desirous of worldly prosperity, were ex- 
pecting a deliverer who should be a conqueror of the nations. 
98. Hence these deluded men contemned Jesus, who had been 
slain on the cross, like a malefactor. 99. And the Grecian 
wise men, being conceited on account of. their learning, re- 
garded the whole matter relating to salvation as fit only for 
fools. 100. At last Paul, being assailed with hostility by the 
Jews, shaking his garment after the manner of his country^ 
thus addressed them: 101. "It is ye who must suffer the 
evil consequences of your own unbeHef; I am clean; and 
leaving you, I shall instruct the Gentiles." 102. But though 
the other Jews continued thus unbeHeving, the chief of the 
synagogue, named Crispus, embraced the faith of Jesus. 103. 
And many Corinthians, forsaking the worship of idols, and 
adopting the Christian reHgion, obtained initiation by water. 
104. Then the Lord appeared to Paul by night, and to console 
him, spoke the following words : 105.. " Fear not, Paul, pro- 
claim the sacred word without ceasing. I myself am. thy 
helper, and no one shall hurt thee. 106. For there are many- 
persons in this city who will speedily become my followers." 
107. Paul afterwards continued in that city for a year and a 
half, and continually preached the divine word with assi- 
duity. 

108. Subsequently, the Jews resident there assailed him, 
took him before the Roman judge, and made the following re- 
presentation : 109. "Sir, this person, by teaching men to wor- 
ship God contrary to our law> is deserving of punishment.." 
110. Then when Paul was about to answer, the Roman judge 
named GaUio thus addressed the party of Jews : 111. "If this 
man had been accused by you on account of any wrong-doing,. 
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then doubtless I would have favourably received your repre- 
sentation. 112. But if the dispute refers to your law, I shall 
never pass any decision in regard to it/' 113. Having given 
this order, the Roman judge immediately drove the complain- 
ants out of the court. 

114. The Christian religion being planted by Paul in this 
city, was, by degrees, diffiised in the regions all around. 115. 
For the people who embraced that religion while sojourning 
there, spread the accoimts of it on their return to their own 
country. 

116. While residing there, Paul sent two letters for the in- 
struction of his Thessalonian disciples. 117. He exhorted 
them to patience in suffering afflictions, to steadfastness in 
holding fast the true religion, to purity of conduct, and other 
duties. 

118. At length Paul departed from that city by way of the 
sea, and came to the continent of Asia, situated to the east. 
119- Then after having remained for a short time in Jerusa- 
lem, at the end of his journey he arrived again in the city of 
Antioch. 



CHAPTER V. 
PAUL'S THIRD JOURNEY. 

The pupil says: 1. After having completed the second 
joomey described by you, my instructor, how did St. Paul 
occupy his time ? 

The teacher answers: 2. After remaining a short time in 
the aforesaid city of Antioch, Paul went to see the disciples 
who dwelt in the Asiatic towns. 3. Having confirmed them 
all in the path of righteousness by his instructions, he at last 
arrived in the celebrated city called Ephesus. 4. At first re- 
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sorting continually to the synagogue of the Jews, he pro- 
claimed the established truth of the religion ordained by 
Jesus. 6. But certain hard-hearted Jews, not believing, but 
reviling, endeavoured to impede the progress of the true way. 
6. Wherefore Paul, along with his disciples, left their syna^ 
gogue, and taught the purport of his own religion in a certain 
man's school. 7. The word of God being there preached 
for three years, was heard by almost all the inhabitants of that 
country. 

8. Then Paul, having obtained from God great miracu- 
lous power, displayed astonishing works before the people. 
9. For when a cloth was taken from his body to the sick, 
they were immediately cured. 10. There were then in that 
city some strolling Jews, who lived by reciting incanta- 
tions for the purpose of casting out demons. 11. These per- 
sons beheld with curiosity many wonderful works performed 
by the Lord's servants, by the power of their Master. 12. 
They wrongly imagined that these works were wrought by 
merely muttering the name of Jesus as a speU. 13. They 
accordingly pronounced the name of Jesus, with reference to a 
certain man who was distressed with an evil spirit, with a view 
to its expulsion. 14. But the spirit contemptuously said to 
them, "Jesus I know and Paul, but who are ye impotent 
persons V 16. Having thus spoken, the man who was afflicted 
by the spirit, assailed them and beat them, and drove them 
all wounded from the house where they were. 16. All the 
people having become aware of the defeat they thus sustained 
from the prowess of the demon, were astonished: 17. And 
confessed the wonderful might of the Lord Jesus, saying 
that He alone was able to destroy the power of the spirits. 
18. Many persons, having beheld such a display of superna- 
tural works, were awed, and submitted themselves to the 
Lord. 

19. At that time, owing to the great increase of Christian 
disciples, a great tumult arose in that city. 20. The people of 
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that place worshipped a certain goddess named Artemis, and 
there was there a very spacious temple (dedicated) to her. 21 . 
Many silver models of that temple were fabricated in the city 
for sale in foreign countries. 22. By the manufacture of these 
models many silversmiths resident there were continually ac- 
quinng great wealth. 23. There was a rich man among them, 
named Demetrius, who sent for many of the people who lived 
by that employment, and thus addressed them : 24. " Sirs, ye 
know that from this manufacture of temple-models we all 
derive our wealth. 25. But that Paul has induced many 
persons to desist from the worship of the gods, proclaiming 
that gods fabricated by men ought not to be worshipped. 26. 
From the decrease, thus caused, of the worshippers of the 
deities, a great diminution of our means of subsistence will 
arise. 27. The world-renowned temple in this city, too, will 
be despised, and the glory of the great goddess, whom all 
the world should venerate, will vanish.'' 28. The silver- 
smiths, when they heard this, were incensed, and cried aloud, 
"The goddess Artemis of Ephesus is pre-eminent," with other 
exclamations. 29. The whole city being immediately dis- 
turbed by the tumult, the citizens seized two of Paul's compa- 
nions, and collected in assembly. 30. Some in the meeting 
cried one thing, and others another, and the most of the per- 
sons assembled did not know for what purpose the meeting 
had taken place. 31. All the inhabitants of that city thought 
that all the people of Jewish race were enemies of their 
gods. 32. Having, therefore, seen a certain Jew in the assem- 
bly, they again cried aloud, ''the goddess Artemis is pre- 
eminent.*' 33. Then the superintendent of the city, having 
quelled the uproar of the vociferous assembled multitude, thus 
addressed them, skilful of speech : 84. " Who does not know 
that this city constantly serves, like a handmaid, the goddess 
Artemis, and the image which fell from heaven? 35. This 
being so, ye shoidd now remain undisturbed, and do no act 
without consideration. 36. The two men whom ye have 
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seized and brought into this assembly, are not blasphemers of 
the goddess, or robbers of the property of the gods. 37- If 
the silyersxniths have a dispute with any persons, let them go 
to the court of justice and implead them. 38. But if ye 
desire any thing else, it will be decided in a fixed assembly. 

39. We may perhaps merit punishment at the hands of tl&e 
Emperor on account of this tumultuous assemblage of people*.''^' 

40. Having thus spoken, that prudent and eloquent superin- 
tendent of the city immediately dismissed from the assembly 
all the people who were gathered there. 41. When the tumult 
had ceased, Paul being unwilling to remain there, resolved 
without delay to go to another country. 

42. As a father constantly seeks the welfare of his children, 
so Paul sought the steadfastness of his disciples in the faith. 
43. At that time certain of the Corinthian and Galatian dis- 
ciples, being affected by various errors and so forth, had some- 
what departed from the true path. 44. Paul, having become 
aware of their dereliction of the truth, sent letters for their in- 
struction. 45. There is no occasion to give an abridgement 
of their purport here, for the learned can see them at length in 
the scriptures. 

46. At the conclusion of the before mentioned tumult, Paul 
departed from the city of Ephesus, and came again into the 
country of Macedonia. 47. Having every where instructed 
the Christians there, he came again to Corinth, the abode of 
many disciples. 48. After remaining there three months, in- 
tent upon the work of the Lord, he resolved again to proceed 
to Asia with his companions. 

49. Arriving in a certain Asiatic town named Troas, Paul, 
on Sunday, instructed the disciples who resided there. 50. 
In the high window of the upper room, where they were all 
assembled, sat a certain young man. 51. The discourse being 
extended by Paul till midnight, the young man from fatigue 
was overcome with sleep. 52. He then fell from the lofty 
window down upon the ground, and the people having raised 
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him npy found htm devoid of life. 53. But Paul having gone 
down, took him in his bosom, and said, " Be not troubled, he 
has not given up the ghost.'' 54. Having obtained the young 
man restored to life in this wonderful manner, his relations 
fimnd great consolation. 

55. Afterwards Paul having departed from that town, came 
by way of the sea to another city named Miletus, lying on the 
sea coast. 56. This city of Miletus was situated at a short 
distance to the south of the before mentioned city of Ephesus. 
57. Paul having then no leisure to go to Ephesus, called to 
him the elders of the church in that place. 58. When they 
were all gathered to him, he spoke to them these words 
foil of exceeding love : 

59. " Ye know, beloved, how, when living among you for- 
merly for a long time, I constantly conducted myself. 60. 
Being free from pride and patient in persecution inflicted by 
my enemies, I was always intent upon the service of the Lord 
Jesus. 61. I have never coveted the gold, silver, or other 
wealth of any one; I have always by labouring gained my 
subsistence, as ye know. 62. Moved by God, I am now pro- 
ceeding to Jerusalem, but I know not what things shall befall 
me there. 63. But by the admonition of the Holy Spirit, I 
know only thus much, that imprisonment and various other 
idlictions are to be endured by me. 64. Nevertheless, I am 
ready to endure afflictions and to give up my life, to make 
known the tidings of the salvation wrought by the Lord. 66. 
But I fear that ye, beloved, who have before lived for a long time 
in my society, shall never again be permitted to see me. 66. 
Wherefore, know that I, having in all points warned you all in 
regard to the grand concern, am perfectly guiltless in respect 
of you. 67. For I have not suppressed any good instruction, 
but have made known to you the whole Divine command. 68. 
Wherefore do ye superintendents earnestly guard the holy 
church, for the redemption of which the Lord has shed His 

own blood. 69. Beloved brethren, I commit you to that God 

D 
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whose word, having confinued you, can lead you to supreme 
felicity." 

70. Having spoken such a discourse, Paul knelt doivn 
together with the superintendents, and prayed to God. 71. At 
the time of his departure, afflicted on account of their sepa- 
ration from him, they caught him by the neck and kissed him, 
weeping, being affectionately attached to their spiritual teacher. 

72. They were especially grieved in heart on account of what 
he had said, "Ye shall never again be permitted to behold Dae.'* 

73. Paul attended by his companions having then embarked 
on a ship, came by way of the sea to a famous city named Tyre. 

74. Certain disciples of that place being filled with the Holy 
Spirit said to him, " Thou oughtest not to go to Jerusalem.*' 

75. At the time of Paul's departure all the disciples with their 
wives and children proceeded out of the city with him and 
his companions. 76. Then all after kneeling down on the sea 
shore and praying to God, embraced each other. 77' After 
departing thence, Paul came to Caesarea, and abode with 
his companions in the house of Philip. 78. A certain prophet 
Agabus came to that house and bound his own feet and hands 
with Paul's girdle : 79. And said, " The man whose garment 
this is, shall be bound by his enemies at Jerusalem and de- 
livered to the Romans." 80. Having heard this, Paul's affec- 
tionate friends all earnestly prayed him, " Go not to Jerusa- 
lem." 81. But Paul then said to them, "Beloved brethren, 
why do ye afflict my heart with your weeping? 82. For 
know that I am ready to become a prisoner for the Lord's 
sake at Jerusalem, yea to give up my life." 83. His friends 
seeing that his resolution to go, was fixed, assumed patience 
and said, " As the Lord's will is, so be it." 84. Afterwards 
Paul left that city with some friends, and came fearlessly to 
Jerusalem. 
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CHAPTER VI. 
PAUL'S ABODE IN PRISON. 

The pupil says : 1. When Paul had arrived in the capital of 
Jesus Christ's murderers, what did he do, and what afflictions 
did he endure, there ? 

The teacher replies : 2. When Paul had arrived in Jerusa- 
lem with his companions, he was received with great joy hy 
the Lord's disciples who lived there. 3. The next day, the 
elder disciples heing gathered together in assembly, he told 
(hem of the reception of the religion of Jesus by men of other 
races. 4. The chief disciples, when they heard the detail of 
such a progress of the Lord's religion, were glad, and praised 
God. - 

5. Subsequently to this, certain Jews seeing Paul on one 
occasion in the temple of God, violently laid hold on him and 
cried out : 6. *' Jews, lend us your assistance here ; this man 
everywhere reviles our nation, and holy scriptures. 7- And 
having brought impure Greeks into the temple, he has pol - 
luted this most holy place," 8. Then all the citizens being 
excited, and coming hurriedly to the temple, seized Paul and 
dragged him out of it. 9- When they were intent upon 
killing him, the Roman commander heard the tidings that a 
tumult had occurred in the city. 10. Therefore immediately 
taking soldiers, he quickly arrived where Paul then stood, 
seized by the Jews. 11. The Jews, when they saw the com- 
mander and the soldiers at hand, were afraid and desisted 
from beating Paul. 12. The commander then gave an order 
to bind Paul, and asked, " Who is this and what criminal act 
has he done?" 13. But being unable to ascertain the truth on 
account of the tumult, he commanded, " Let him be taken 
into the fort." 14. When the soldiers ascended the stairs, 
proceeding to the fort, they lifted up Paul, and carried him 
themselves with a view to his protection. 15. For all the 
D 2 
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people followed him bent on his destruction, and vociferating 
"Let him be killed, let him be killed." 

16. Then Paul, when he was being taken inside of the fort, 
after obtaining the commander's permission, began to address 
a discourse to the people. 17. AH the crowds hearing that he 
was speaking in his own national Jewish tongue, paid atten- 
tion and kept silence. 18. He then made known to them ^ 
his own history from the commencement, as has been for- 
merly related, my pupil, in the second Qiapter. 

19. He told how having been originally a persecutor of the 
Lord's religion, and His disciples, he afterwards obtained a vi- 
sion of Him, and became His servant ; 20. And how the Lord 
appointed him to promulgate the Qiristian religion all over the 
earth. 21. At the end of his discourse, Paul thus plainly 
related his own appointment to proclaim the holy religion 
among people of foreign races : 22. " Formerly, on one oc- 
casion, as I was praying in the temple of God, I obtained a 
vision of the Lord Jesus, and heard this voice ; 23. ' Depart 
quickly from Jerusalem, because the men of this place will 
not receive thy testimony regarding me.' 24. But I said» 
' Lord, I formerly persecuted Thy devoted followers, and shut 
them up in prison, opposing Thy religion. 25. And when 
Thy devoted Stephen, O Lord, was slain, I was an assistant 
of his murderers. 26. The inhabitants of this city know 
that I was once thus Thy strenuous enemy, O Lord, and that 
I have now become ITiy servant. 27. Reflecting on such a 
revolution in my opinions, they may perhaps believe my word 
in regard to Thee.' 28. When this was spoken, the Lord 
commanded, ' Depart from this city, because I send thee a 
messenger to men' of other races.' " 

29. So far only the Jews remained silent and patiently lis- 
tened to Paul's words. 30. But when they heard the ungrate- 
ful saying that God looks with an equal eye on Jews and on 
other men, they cried aloud in anger: 31. **Let such an evil- 
minded man be slain without delay, for it is never fit that he 
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abonld Hve/' 33. As they cried tbvs and cast dust aloft» the 
comiiuuider immediately caused Paul to be taken within the 
fort. 33. And in order to discover why they accused him, he 
ordered, ** For the purpose of examination let this man be 
mitten with blows of a scourge." 34. Then Paul, as he was 
being bound by the soldiers to be scourged, asked, " Is it 
lawful to beat me, a Roman citixen V* 35. The commander 
having learned the tidings that he was a Roman citizen, was 
alarmed, and immediately stopped the soldiers from beating 
lum. 36. But with a view to ascertain for what cause Paul 
was accused by the Jews, he assembled their chief council. 
37. When the chief priests and others were met in council, 
he himself brought Paul and placed him before them. 

38. Paul then looking steadfastly at the councillors, with 
the view of establishing his innocence, began thus to speak : 
39. " Brethren, until this day I have always acted with a pure 
mind towards God.'* 40. The chief priest when he heard 
this, unjustly commanded the persons who stood by to smite 
him with a blow upon the mouth. 41. Paul on hearing this 
improper command, thus spoke, ''Thou who art only out- 
wardly pure, God shall smite thee : 42. Sitting in this assem- 
bly to judge me according to the scriptures, wHt thou, trans- 
gressing the injunctions of the scriptures, cause me to be 
beaten ?" 43. The people who stood by, hearing Paul's re- 
proach, said to him, " Dost thou revile God's high priest f* 
44. He replied, -' I did not know that he was the high priest, 
for it is a saying of scripture, 'thou shalt not revile the ruler 
of the people.' " 

45. In that assembly, some were followers of the opinions 
of the Sadducees, who did not hold the resurrection of the 
dead, and (the existence of) spirits. 46. Others were ad- 
herents of the sect of the Pharisees, who held the resimrection 
of the dead, and also (the existence of) spirits. 47. Knowing 
the difference in ojnnion between these two sects, Paul cried 
abnd in the assembly : 48. '' Brethren, I am a Pharisee, and 
D 3 
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the son of a Pharisee : in respect of the resurrection of the 
dead, I am accused before you this day." 49 When this had 
been spoken, the assembly became immediately divided into 
two parties, and a great tumult arose between the two sides. 
50. Then certain of the Pharisees from hatred of the opposite 
party, took Paul's side, and arose and said : 51. ** We find no 
fault in this man : perhaps an angel or a spirit has instructed 
him." 

52. A great dispute having afterwards arisen, the comman- 
der was afraid lest the people in the assembly should tear 
Paul in pieces. 53. Having therefore sent his soldiers, and 
by their means rescued Paul from the violence of the coun- 
cillors, he caused him to be brought within the fort. 

54. In the night, the Lord Jesus, the gracious preserver of 
His devoted follower, appeared to Paul, and thus comforted 
him: 55. "Remain fearless, Paul; as thou hast given testi- 
mony for me in this city, so must thou also give testimony in 
Rome." 

56. Then certain of the Jews, thirsting for Paul's blood, 
made the following covenant among themselves, confirmed by 
an oath; 57. with this engagement, "We will neither eat 
food nor drink water^ till we kill Paul." 58. The commander 
having heard tidings of this covenant, speedily devised the fol- 
lowing excellent plan for the preservation of Paul. 59. There 
was at that time a certain city named Csesarea, situated about 
thirty krosas from Jerusalem. 60. The Roman provincial 
governor named Felix, a wicked man, at that time lived in 
that city and ruled over the Jews. 61. The commander 
therefore sent ofif Paul, guarded by soldiers, at night, and 
caused him to be brought to the governor; 62. And repre> 
sented by letter all that had occurred in his own vicinity 
in the matter of Paul. 63. Having received the commander's 
letter and seen Paul, who was brought into his presence by 
the soldiers, the governor caused him to be kept in the 
palace. 
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64. After five days the high priest arrived, attended hy his 
followers, and began to accuse Paul; 65. Falsely alleging, 
" This man is a continual exciter of tumults among the Jews, 
and a defiler of the holy temple/' with other similar charges. 
66. A certain Roman orator, being appointed by them prose- 
cutor, beginning with an encomium on the wicked governor, 
Bpoke as follows : 67' " This wicked man, wandering hither 
and thither throughout the whole worid, is continually excit- 
ing tumults among the Jews : 68. And again, coming to Jeru- 
salem, he endeavoured to defile the holy temple of God there 
situated/' 69. When the charge of the false accuser was 
concluded, Paul, having received the goveruor*s command, 
delivered this answer to it. 70. " Sir, I have never excited 
tumult in the temple, or in the synagogues, or anywhere in the 
city: 71. No proof whatever can be given by these men in 
regard to the matters of which they now accuse me- 72. 
Though they regard me as in error, yet I serve the God of my 
fathers, believing in the holy scriptures. 73. And I embrace 
the hope which they themselves admit, that' there will be a 
resurrection of the dead. 74. And I continually exercise my- 
self earnestly to be in all respects blameless both towards God 
and men.'' 

75. The governor having heard the whole of this speech of 
Paul, deferred judgment upon his case to a future period. 
76. And ordered that Paul should be kept without molestation* 
and permitted that his friends should come to assist him. 

77' The governor subsequently came with his wife, and 
sent for Paul, and questioned him in regard to the Christian 
faith. 78. Paul enjoined temperance and all other virtues, and 
made known the tidings of a future judgment. 79. The 
wicked governor on hearing aU these admonitions, and recol- 
lecting his own vicious practice, trembled from the fear of 
punishment. 80. And said thus to Paul, " When I find lei- 
sure, I shall call for thee : at present depart." 81. It was the 
wicked governor's hope that Paul would give him money for 
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his liberation. 82. He therefore repeatedly sent for Paul to 
his presence, and continually conversed with him. 83. Then 
after two years, another Roman of eminence named Festus 
was appointed by the emperor to govern that province. 84. 
And Felix, being desirous to gratify the Jews« departed, leav- 
ing Paul bound when he went away. 

85. After three days, Festus the new governor set out fraax 
Csesarea and came to Jerusalem. 86. Then the chief priests, 
having again formed an evil design for the murder of Paul, 
accused him before Festus. 87. Intending to kill Paul by the 
way, they requested Festus, " Let him be brought for judg- 
ment to this city." 88. But Festus said, '*! shall myself 
speedily go to Csesarea ; do ye therefore proceed thither and 
accuse him there." 89. After a few days Festus arrived at 
Caesarea, and sitting on the judgment seat, summoned PauL 
90. Then the hostile Jews surrounding Paul, charged him 
with many offences, which were destitute of proof. 91. 
But he said, ''I have not defiled the temple of God, nor 
have I transgressed the scriptures, or the emperor's com- 
mand." 92. Having heard this answer, Festus, the par- 
tisan of the Jews, being desirous to please them, thus 9d- 
dressed Paul : 93. " Wilt thou consent to go hence to Jerusa- 
lem, in order that I may decide in regard to thee in that 
city?" 

94. Having heard these words spoken by the partial judge, 
Paul, with a view to his own preservation, spoke as follows : 
95. " Thou oughtest to pass judgment in regard to me here, 
where I stand at the judgment seat of the emperor. 96. Not 
even the least offence has been committed by me against the 
Jews ; that thou knowest for certain, after investigation. 97* 
If I had committed any evil deed deserving of the punish- 
ment of death, I should of myself have been ready to die. 

98. But if a false accusation is preferred against me by these 
men, no one is empowered to destroy me for their gratification. 

99. Wherefore, being dissatisfied with thy judgment, I re- 
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foest that tbe emperor idmself may pass an order in fespeel 
to me/' 100. Then Festus, having conversed with his conn* 
dllorsy said to Paul, " In conformity with thy prayer, thou 
ihalt go to the emperor.'' 

101. There was a king of Jewish race named Agrippa, the 
lord of a certain country, the northern portion of Judaea. 

102. He being desirous to have an interview with Festus, 
came at that time to Csraarea with his sister named Bemice. 

103. As they stayed for some time in that city, Festus made 
known to Agrippa the whole account of Paul. 104. Having 
premised all that had occurred in regard to his accu- 
sation from the commencement, the governor in conclusion 
told the story thus : 105. ''I imagined, O king, that Paul had 
committed some great offence deserving of public punishment. 
106. But when he was brought before me for judgment, the 
prosecutors did not charge him with any such misdeed. 107. 
Bat they accused him before me by alleging him to be in 
error in reference to certain questions of their own religion. 
108. A war of words was also waged by the Jews with Paul 
in regard to a certain deceased man named Jesus. 109- Paul 
embraced and strenuously held this side of the question that 
this man named Jesus is still alive. 1 10. Doubting in regard 
to the adjudication of such a question, I said to Paul, ' art 
ihou willing to go to Jerusalem for the purpose of judgment?' 
111. Not agreeing to this, Paul answered me thus, 'Let my 
case be decided in presence of the emperor.' 112. I there- 
fore ordered thus, * Let him be kept in this city, till I send 
him to the emperor.' " 

113. On hearing this, the king said, ^' I wish myself to hear 
him making answer again in his own cause" 114. Hearing 
and assenting to this wish of the king, the governor sdd, 
** To-morrow, O king, thou shalt hear him." 

115. On the following day, Agrippa went to the court of 
justice in royal splendour, attended by his sister, and his 
chief men. 116. Festus, haidng caused Paul to be sum- 
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moned, addressed some words regarding him to the assembly 
by way of introduction. 117. King Agrippa afterwards spoke 
thus to Paul, " Paul, do thou give an answer in thine own 
behalf." 118. Having obtained the king's permission, Paul, 
stretching forth his hand, spoke these powerful words in tlie 
midst of the assembled people : 

119. " Thou, O king, knowest aU the customs which prevail, 
and all the questions which exist, among the Jews. 120. It 
is therefore my exceeding good fortune, O king, that I this 
day obtain permission to answer for myself before thee. 
Wherefore, O king, let my representation be listened to with 
patience. 121. Of what character has been my conduct from 
my youth, this know all the Jews, my fellow-countrymen. 

122. Having embraced that sect which is esteemed the purest 
among the Jews, I always diligently practised righteousness. 

123. Our race, O king, continually expects with faith the 
attainment of that salvation which God formerly promised. 

124. In respect of that very salvation, promised, long-desired, 
I am now, O king, accused by the Jews. 125. Why does the 
tenet that God should raise again the departed from death, 
appear, O king, improbable to your mind ? 126. But in former 
times I thought in my own mind, I ought certainly to oppose 
the way of Jesus. 127. Then having obtained authority from 
the chief priests, I shut up in prisons many of the Lord's 
devoted followers. 128. Going about, cruel-minded, among 
all the synagogues, I caused many timid disciples to bias- 
pheme Jesus. 129. And being maddened with malice against 
the holy Lord's servants, I went as far as to foreign cities, and 
persecuted them. 130. When I was going to a city named 
Damascus for the accomplishment of this wickedness, a mira- 
culous occurrence happened on the way. 131. For at mid- 
day, a great light, more resplendent than the brightness of the 
sun, suddenly descended from heaven and shone upon me. 
132. Having fallen on the earth from the glory of that light, 
I heard this voice, "Saul, why dost thou persecute me?" 
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133. On hearing that voice, I asked, 'Who art thou ?' The Lord 
answered, 'I am that Jesus whom thou persecutest.' 134. 
And He said, ' Thou art appointed a messenger to proclaim all 
that which thou hast seen, and which I will shew to thee. 
135. In order that men whose minds are bUnded with error 
may obtain mental vision, and being delivered from the vio- 
lence of the prince of darkness may serve God ; 136. And may 
obtain an excellent dignity among my devoted followers, — 
for this purpose I send thee to them.' 137. Having obtained, 
king Agrippa, such a miraculous vision of the Lord, I 
strove to fulfil His mandate. 138. Having gone forth, I ad- 
monished the people in this land, and abroad, ' Do ye forsake 
evil ways and serve God.' 139. On account of such (my) 
seal, the Jews being possessed with anger, seized me violently 
in the temple, and endeavoured to kill me. 140. But having, 

king, obtained God Himself for my helper, I continue till 
this day proclaiming the auspicious tidings. 141. I promul- 
gate the fulfilment of all that which the ancient prophets said 
was to happen, and nothing else. 142. Wherefore the doc- 
trine in respect of which my prosecutors accuse me, is entirely 
conformable to our scriptures.*' 

143. Having heard Paul's answer, Fe8tu§ replied, "Paul, 
from abimdance of learning thou art become mad." 144. But 
Paul said, " I am not mad, most excellent (governor), but de- 
liver discourse which is all true and well considered. 145. 
King Agrippa knows all the accounts relating to Jesus, for all 
these acts were not done in secret. 146. Wherefore standing 
before king Agrippa, who is weU acquainted with the matter, 

1 fearlessly represent these things. 147. Dost thou, O king, 
regard the sayings of the prophets as true ? Thou dost believe 
in their words, there is no doubt." 148. When he heard this, 
the king said, " From thy words I myself almost receive an 
impulse to become a Christian." 149. Hearing these words 
of the light-minded king, Paul, shewing his own fettered 
hands, thus spoke : 150. ** I pray that thou and the other 
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aseembled persons may become not almost, but attogether lSk» 
myself, excepting* these fetters." 

151. Then the king and the chiefs rising, said among them- 
selves, ''This man has done no deed worthy of pnnishnaent/' 
152. And Agrippa said, " If this man had not desired judg- 
ment (to be passed) on himself by the emperor, he could have 
been released." 153. Thus Festus at last determined to send 
Paul to Rome, after he had been imprisoned without 
for two years. 



CHAPTER VII. 
PAUL'S ARRIVAL IN ROME. 

The pupil says : 1. I desire to hear from your moutli, mj 
teacher, the whole account of how Paul arrived at Rome, and 
what happened there. 

The teacher replies : 2. Paul, being committed, with other 
prisoners, to soldiers, was embarked on a ship, and departed 
from his own country. 3. At length, when, in the autumn, 
they arrived at an island called Crete, Paul, perceiving the 
season to be stormy, spoke as follows: 4. ''If we proceed 
now by way of the sea, destruction of the ship will ensue, and 
the preservation of our lives (will be) difficult." 5. But ^e 
commander of the soldiers thinking that that place would not 
be suitable to remain in in winter, sought to depart thence. 
6. A short time after their departure, a violent wind blowing, 
drove the ship with great rapidity over the sea. 7. When 
they had been thus tossed on the ocean-waves for many days, 
no hope of their preservation remained. 8. Perceiving that 
they had fasted for a long time from apprehension, Paul trust- 
ing in God, thus spoke, comforting them : 9. ** Ye ought to have 
remained in Crete according to my counsel. Had this been 
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done, an tbis calamity would not have liappened. 10. But 
now do ye continue free from apprehension, for loss of life 
shall not happen to any of you. 11. The angrel of that God 
vhose I am, and whom I serve, approached to me at night 
3Pe8terday, and said, 12. 'Fear not, Paul, thou must stand 
before the emperor, and God has given thee as a boon the life 
tlso of thy companions.' 13. (It is) my firm belief that it 
sinll certainly so happen as the angel of the Lord has made 
known to me the future. 14. Only this calamity will happen 
to U8, that we must undoubtedly be cast upon a certain 
island." 

15. At length, after having been tossed for fourteen days on 
the sea, the ship came near an island named Melita. 16. 
When the people in the ship wished to bring her dose to 
shore, she struck on the sand, and was broken by the waves. 
17. The soldiers counselled that all the prisoners should be 
killed, from an apprehension that perhaps some of them might 
escape. IS. Bat their officer wishing to save Pftul from 
death, by prohibition caused them to desist from their evil 
purpose. 19. And at length all the people who were on the 
ship being preserved, some by swimming, and some supported 
on (pieces of) wood, reached the shore. 

20. Then the people of that island, beholding their unfortu- 
nate condition, received them kindly, and gladly lighted a 
fire on account of the cold. 21. When Paul, after collecting 
some (pieces oO fire-wood, had put them on the fire, a ser- 
pent came out of them, and fastened on his hand with its teeth. 
32. The islanders, when they saw the serpent clinging to his 
hand, said thus among themselves : 23. '' Doubtless this man, 
being a murderer, sufifers the consequences of his crime, 
though rescued from the sea.'' 24. But P^ul, shaking his 
hand, and casting the serpent into the fire, suffered no injury 
in his body from its bite. 25. They> however, expected that 
his body would become swollen from the serpent's venom, or 
that he should suddenly die. 26. At length when they saw 

E 
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him continue well for a long time, tbey imagined, in their 
astonishment, that he was a god. 

27. In that neighbourhood was the house of the ruler of the 
island named Publius, who invited Paul and the others and 
entertained them hospitably. 28. Learning that the father of 
this ruler was afHicted with a fever, Paul having prayed to 
God, delivered him from his malady. 29. Other diseased 
persons of that place having heard of this, came to Paul, and 
were all cured. 

30. Paul and the rest having thus remained for three 
months, departed from that island by sea on their way to 
Rome. 31. The ship obtaining thereafter a favourable wind, 
speedily arrived on the coast of the country called Italy. 32. 
Certain disciples having learnt Paul's arrival in that country, 
came joyfully from Rome to meet him. 33. Paul at the sight 
of them praised God, and obtained firmness, and attended by 
them, entered the great city Rome. 

The pupil says : 34. My teacher, give me some description 
of that great city, in which Paul arrived a prisoner, to be 
judged. 

The teacher replies : 35. The celebrated city Rome, in which 
Paul arrived, was the capital of the very powerful Roman 
emperor. 36. The Romans, heroic in war, and skilled in 
civil policy, having conquered the four quarters of the earth, 
obtained universal dominion. 37. The emperor of that period 
named Nero, ruled all the countries from Persia to the 
western ocean. 38. The people of all these provinces, arriving 
from the four quarters, were always going backwards and 
forwards thither to transact their business. 39. The great 
city was resplendent with temples and other edifices (built) 
with beautiful stones. 40. Just as the great valour of the 
Romans is renowned in the world, so also are their scientific 
cultivation and their civilization celebrated. 41. But the Ro- 
mans of that period, like other men, forsook the true God and 
worshipped various deities. 
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Hie pupil says: 42. Tell me all that happened to Paul 
irhen he arrived a prisoner in the great city Rome. 

The teacher answers : 43. When Paul arrived in Rome, the 
commander treated him kindly, and perceiving that he was 
peaceable in his conduct, did not shut him up in prison: 
44. But gave him this permission, "Guarded only by one 
soldier, thou mayest live in thine own house." 

45. Then after three days, Paul having called the chief men 
of the Jews resident in Jerusalem, thus addressed them: 46. 
" No offence has been committed by me against my country- 
men, nor have the observances of my fathers been in the least 
transgressed by me. 47. But our countrymen the Jews 
having persecuted me, though I was guiltless, accused me to 
the Romans. 48. The Romans having frequently Considered 
the accusation, regarded me as innocent, and were resolved 
to let me go. 49. But as the Jews opposed this just deter- 
mination, I had to form a plan for my own deliverance. 
50.' Having therefore made this request that the emperor 
should pass judgment in regard to me, I have come hither 
a prisoner. 

51. Having heard that speech of Paul, signifying, by way 
of introduction, his own innocence, the Jews said : 52. " No 
letter regarding thee has been received by us from our own 
country, nor has any one come and related unfavourably of 
thee. 53. But this way of thine is ever^rwhere censured by 
all ; wherefore we desire to know what thy tenets are." 

54. Accordingly another day having been appointed by 
them for hearing (him), many Jews came to his house. 55. 
Paul, giving many proofs from the Mosaic and other scrip- 
tures, instructed them in the things of Jesus from morning 
till evening. 56. From hearing his words, unanimity did not 
arise among them: some believed them and some did not 
believe. 57. Then Paul, distressed by the unbelief of these 
unbelieving men, rebukingly spoke these terrifying words : 
58. " Know that that which the prophet formerly said to your 
E 2 
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forefathers, is now fulfilled in yourselves. 59. "Thou^Ii ye 
liave heard with your ears, ye do not understand, nor, though 
ye have beheld with your eyes, do ye see. 60. For your 
hearts have become very gross, and your ears dull, and your 
eyes sealed.' 61. But that divine salvation which you, infatu- 
ated, do not now receive, is sent to men of other races. 62. 
By them that salvation shall be received with joy, — this know 
for certain, O deluded brethren." 

63, Paul afterwards lived for two years in that great city, 
a prisoner in his own house, unmolested by any one. 64. 
And he conversed about Jesus, without hindrance, with all 
those who came to his house to visit him. 65. The imprison- 
ment of the patient Paul in the great city was conducive to the 
advance of the Christian religion. 66. It became gradually 
notorious among the soldiers and others that this good man 
was imprisoned on account of the religion of Jesus Christ. 
67. The other disciples in that city, beholding the endurance 
of Paul, acquired great boldness in proclaiming their reli- 
gion,* 

The pupil says : 68. In what other works did Paul, when 
a prisoner in Rome for two years, spend his time ? 

The teacher replies: 69. In Paul's heart a great anxiety 
continually existed for the welfare of his disciples who lived 
in various countries. 70. Therefore, while living in Rome, 
he wrote three epistles for the instruction of his fiphesian and 
other disciples. 71. A summary of the instructions in those 
qyistles will not be given here : I shall afterwards give a spe- 
cimen of the instruction which Paul delivered. 

The pujHl says: 72. You said that Paul was brought a 
prisoner to Rome for this purpose that the emperor might 
pass judgment in regard to him. 73. Relate to me, therefore, 
my teacher, what judgment the emperor passed, after having 
considered his case. 

• Philipp.'i.l«-14. 
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The teacher answers : 74. The book in which the history of 
Paul is narrated in order, is concluded with his arrival in 
Borne. 75. What decision, therefore, the emperor passed in 
regard to him, — of this the particulars cannot be learned by us. 
76. But only this appears, that after two years Paul was freed 
from prison and came to other coimtries. 77. Subsequently 
traFelling about in various foreign lands, as before, he strove 
with great earnestness to diflEuse the Christian religion. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

A DESCRIPTION OF PAUL'S DEVOTEDNESS AND 
OTHER VIRTUES. 

The teacher says : 1. Reflecting on all the narrative that 1 
have related to you, my pupil, consider how devoted Paul, the 
servant of Jesus Christ, was. 2. How he consented to loss 
for the sake of his Lord, is (thus) declared by himself in his 
letter sent to the Philippians :* 3. *' If any one prides himself 
on his descent from Jewish race, I possess greater grounds 
of pride than he. 4. A Jew, of pure lineage, following the 
tenets of the Pharisees, I was always a blameless observer of 
the ordinances enjoined by Moses. 5. But whatei^er eminence 
in these points I had, all that I counted loss for the sake of 
Christ. 6. Yea, on account of the pre-eminence of the know- 
ledge relating to that holy Lord, I esteem all other things as 
loss. 7. I have lost all things for the sake of the Lord, but 
for the sake of gaining Christ, I gladly abandon every thing. 
8. I have abandoned every thing that I may be delivered 
through Him, having the righteousness which springs from 
faith in Him, not that derived from my own works.'' 

• FUlipp. iU. 4-9. 
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9. (Though) persecuted by men of his own race, and by 
men of other races, he desisted not from proclaiming the name 
of his holy Lord. 10. Though deserving the veneration of 
all mankind, yet contemned by wicked men, he esteemed 
even reproach, endured for the sake of Jesus, as praise. 1 1 . 
Though bound with fetters in prisons, and scomged again and 
again, he regarded even the endurance of pain for Jesus' sake, 
as pleasure. 12. What sort of sufferings of yarious kinds he 
endured, — of this the detail is told by him in his letters, thus : 

13. "I was five times beaten with a scourge by the Jews, I 
was thrice beaten with rods, and once smitten with stones. 
14. The ships on which I embarked, were thrice broken on 
the sea ; one day and one night I have passed on the ocean- 
waves. 15. I have often been fatigued with journeys, and 
afflicted with the fear of robbers and other dangers ; in the 
city, in the wilderness, and in the sea, I have been surround- 
ed with straits. 16. I have endured fatigue, toil, hunger, 
thirst, sleeplessness, fasting, cold, nakedness and such other 
miseries.'** 

Again :t 17. " God has placed all us apostles of Jesus be- 
fore the world, like combatants to be slain in the theatre. 18. 
For we spend our time afflicted with hunger, distressed with 
thirst, beaten, without fixed abode, labouring with our own 
hands. 19. Being reviled with evil words, we always speak 
blessings; being persecuted by our adversaries, we endure 
(it) with patience. 20. We are accounted on earth in the light 
of the world's filth, as heaps of filth arising from the sweeping 
of the world.'' 

Again :% 21. ^' To prove that power resides in God, and not 
in man, this treasure of religion is preserved in us, as in 
earthen vessels. 22. At every step we are afflicted, but not 
bewildered in mind; always in straits, but not oppressed 
by despair; 23. Continually persecuted by our adversaries,

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bat not destitute of help ; cast down with violence to the 
ground, but not bereft of life." 

Again :* 24. ** In order that no stain may fall upon the 
messengers of Christ's religion, we do no act causing any one 
to err. 25. Displaying, throughout, a conduct befitting our 
holy office, we strive to make ourselves, the servants of God, 
acceptable to men. 26. We patiently suffer affliction, poverty, 
distress, hunger, toil, imprisonment and such like (evils). 
27. Led by the Holy Spirit, fortified by the power of God, we 
continuaUy practise forbearance, purity, love. 28. Being in 
an respects equipped with the armour of righteousness, (en* 
joying) good report and suffering evil report, we struggle 
in the conflict of righteousness. 29. Being true, we are 
Miely accounted as deceivers ; we are contemned as insigni- 
ficant, though famous in the world. 30. Though on the point 
to die, we live ; though chastised, we die not ; we are greatly 
oppressed with afflictions, but always exult. 31. Being poor 
ourselves, we give riches to many $ and though we are desti- 
tute, we possess every thing.'^ 

32. What patience in afflictions, and contentment this holy 
man possessed, — ^this he himself made known (thus) in ano- 
ther place :t 33. " In whatsoever state I ever may be, I have 
been instructed always to remain contented with it. 34. I 
cao endure poverty, and I can enjoy abundance : I am able to 
do every thing, strengthened by the power of the Lord.'' 

Again :% 35. '' In order that I might not become proud from 
the vision of heaven, the Lord caused an afflictive thorn in 
my body. 36. Greatly afflicted, seeking to obtain deliverance 
from that thorn, I besought this thrice of the Lord, and obtained 
this answer : 37. * Ejoow thou my grace (to be) sufficient for 
thy well being ; for in the existence of weakness, my strength 
is exceedingly perfected.' 38. Wherefore in order that thai

power of Christ may abide upon me, I am pleased exceedingly 
with my own weakness. 39* I am pleased with weakness and 
other evils endured for Christ, for when I am weak, then am 
I most strong/* 

40. By what hope sustained of blessedness in another world, 
he endured all these afflictions, — ^this is indicated by him thus : 
4L " Though our outward man goes to decay, yet the inner 
man is always becoming new. 42. Our most light temporal 
affliction, of momentary duration, shaU work most weighty 
eternal blessedness in the world to come. 43. We think not 
of visible, but invisible, objects ; for those which are visible are 
temporary, but the invisible are eternal. 44. For when this 
earthly tabernacle-like house has gone to decay, we shall 
have an eternal, divine, house in the other world. 45. Dwell- 
ing in this tabernacle-like house, oppressed, we groan, de- 
siring to be clothed with our heavenly abode.* 46. Where- 
fore, though now dwelling in the body, far from the Lord, we 
are never dispirited, being strengthened by faith. 47. Though 
dwelling now far from the Lord, we continually strive to 
please Him. 48. For we must all stand before Christ's judg- 
ment-seat; aU shall there receive the recompense of their 
deeds."t 

The pupU says : 49. How did Paul, after having thus been 
long zealous in the service of his Lord, at length finish 
his earthly journey ? 

The teacher answers : 50. After having celebrated the fame 
of the Lord in various countries, Paul came a second time to 
the city of Rome. 51 . And being again seized by the Romans, 
the enemies of the Lord's disciples, though innocent, he was 
shut up in prison by the royal command. 52. At length 
being declared by the judge (to be) worthy of death, that 
holy man was put to death ; — so ' authors relate. 53. But

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horn his death not being related anywhere in holy scripture, 
M certainty cannot be attained in regard to it. 54. In the 
second letter, however, which Paul wrote to Timothy, an appre- 
hension of speedily approaching death is mentioned. 55. Un- 
dejected by that expectation, yea desirous to ascend to the 
blessedness of the other world, that holy man rejoiced : 

56. Thiia;^ *' I am afflicted, being bound with fetters, per- 
secuted as a malefactor, but the word of (jod is not obstructed. 
57. I suffer all this for the sake of the peojde beloved of Gk>d, 
that they may obtain salvation and eternal glory. 58. If 
death has occurred to us along with Chriat, then we shall 
obtain life also together with him. 59- Again, if we suffer 
affiction with him, then we shall also r^gn with him. 60. 
But he will deny us, if we deny him. Nevertheless, he is 
faithful, though we be inconstant; for He can never deny 
Himself." 

Again :f 61 . '* My life shall speedily be offered up ; even now 
the time of my death arrives. 62. I have strenuously fought 
the good fight of faith ; I have finished my joumey,t and I 
have kept the fai&. 63. Wherefore on the great day of judg- 
ment the Lord, the righteous Judge, shall give me a glorious 
crown, the recompense of righteousness.'' 

Again :§ 64. ''When I stood before the emperor to give 
(my) answer, then I had no helper, all my friends forsook me. 
65. But for the purpose of making known His own reHgioft 
upon earth, the Lord himself became my helper, and made me 
feariess. Then I was delivered from the mouth of the royal 
lioB. 66. That mighty Lord shall dehver me from every evil 
work, and bring me to his heavenly kingdom. To Him be 
eternal adoration."

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CHAPTER IX. 

SUMMARY OF THE CHRISTIAN DOCTRINE 
ESTABLISHED BY ST. PAUL. 

The pupil says: 1. You said that St. Paul sent certain 
letters for the confirmation of his disciples resident in various 
countries. 2. What sort of religious instruction he gave 
them in these Getters), — of this, my teacher, I now wish to 
hear the suhstance. 

The teacher answers : 3. In the letter which Paul wrote to 
his disciples resident in Rome, he explained the whole es- 
sence of the Christian religion. 4. I. shall now mention to 
you the substance of the principal tenets which he there es* 
tablished. 5. At the commencement of the letter, he (thus) 
described the wretched state of the Greeks and other inhabi- 
tants of the whole earth, destitute of a divine revelation, 
Ca shastra spoken by God 

6. '' The wrath of God is manifested from heaven against 
those wicked men, who by sin obstruct divine knowledge in 
themselves. 7. Because whatever knowledge relating to God 
is attainable by the understanding of men, that is manifest 
in them, being shewn by God Himself. 8; For His great- 
ness and other holy attributes are known, being made evident 
by the visible objects which He has formed. 9- But they, 
though knowing God, did not honour Him as God, nor prac- 
tise thanksgiving to their Benefactor. 10. In all their rea- 
sonings they became bewildered, and their undisceming hearts 
became enveloped in darkness. 11. Esteeming themselves to 
be most wise, they became utterly foolish, feigning the im- 
perishable God (to be) like men and other perishable (beings). 
12. And exchanging the true God for imaginary deities, for- 
saking the Creator, they worshipped created things. 13. 
Having thus voluntarily forsaken God, who alone ought to 
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be worshipped, they are now forsaken by Him and plunged 
in an ocean of sin."* 

14. Having thus stated the miserable condition of men 
destitute of a divine revelation (shastra), he thus declared the 
offence of the Jews, who possessed a divine revelation. 15. 
For they, being proud of the possession of the divine law, 
though outwardly pure, were for the most part inwardly 
corrupt. 

16. ''Thou art called a Jew, and leanest upon the law, 
and pridest thyself in God, and the knowledge of His will. 
17. Thou thinkest thyself a guide of the blind, a giver of 
%ht to those that are in darkness, an instructor of babes, 
a teacher of the ignorant. 18. Thou, who art a teacher of 
others, wilt thou not teach thyself? Wilt thou, who forbid- 
dest theft, thyself practise theft? 19. WUt thou, who art a 
prohibiter of adultery, thyself be an adulterer ? Wilt thou, who 
art a hater of image-worship, thyself rob the (consecrated) 
property of God?- 20. Dost thou, who pridest thyself on 
possessing the law spoken by God, contemn God by trans- 
gressing the law? 21. This saying of the ancient scriptures, 
'The name of God is on your account blasphemed by men 
of other races,' finds fulfilment in you-f 22. Shalt not thou, 
who judgest the crime of evil doers, having committed evil 
deeds thyself, obtain punishment from God? 23. For God 
shall give to all a recompense according to their deeds : there 
is no shade of partiality in his judgment. 24. To those who 
by pure conduct steadfastly seek to gain glory, and im- 
mortality, and honour. He will give eternal life. 25. But 
those men of all nations who embracing unrighteousness, do 
not agree to the right way, shall endure wrath, misery, and 
woe. 26. As many as have practised sin, being destitute of 
the divine law, shall all be punished without law. 27. But 
as many as have practised sin, possessing the divine law,

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shall be justly judged by that law. 28. For before God the 
hearers of the law are not just, but it is those who keep (it) 
that are just before Him.* 29. Wherefore the Jews have no 
pre-eminence heue : for the Jews and men of other races axe 
both subject to sin. 30. As it is said somewhere in the 
scripture, ' There is not even one righteous ; there is no wise, 
God-seeking man. 31. All have transgressed the right 
way; all have become unprofitable; there is no man who 
practises good works.' 32. Whatever word is found said in 
the book of the law, is said in reference to the people who 
are subject to the law. 33. Hence the race of man is be- 
come entirely unable to make (any) answer (in its own behalf), 
and the whole world appears deserving of punishment before 
God. 34. And thus by the works enjoined in the law up 
man shall ever be righteous before God ; because by the law 
a sense of sin only arises. 35. But the righteousness, men- 
tioned in the former scriptures, originatingf with God, not 
earned by works, has now been manifested. 36. By faith 
relating to Jesus Christ, and no otherwise, this righteousness 
is obtained by all believing people. 37. For all having become 
sinners have lost the image of God, and are accounted righte- 
ous by God's grace alone. 38. And it is through the redemp- 
tion effiscted by Christ that this is accomplished ; for He by 
the shedding of His blood has become a propitiation. 39. In 
such a manner, (jod, accounting as just those who believe in 
Jesus, is Himself proved to be just. 40. From this (princi- 
ple) ' that righteousness is not obtained through (one's) own 
works, but through faith,' no one can boasfj 

41. As the first man having fallen caused the human race 
to fall, so Christ, the source of righteousness, rescued it, — ^this 
is (thus) declared : 

42. " By one first man, sin came into the world, and through 
sin death coming, pervaded the sinful race of man. 43. As

bj the fault of one all merited death, so by the righteouBness 
of one, grace is obtained by them. 44. As one, by transgress- 
ing the commandment, made many sinners, so one, by keep- 
ing the commandment, shall make many righteous. 46. By 
the institution of the law sin increased in the world; but 
when sin had augmented, grace became exceedingly aug- 
mented. 46. As sin, powerful, and causing death, became 
▼ictorions in the world, so shall grace also, conferring righte- 
ousness and eternal life, become victorious.''* 

47. What mercy of God is manifested in this plan of 
salvation ;— this Paul declared in the same epistle by an illus- 
tration: 

Thus : 48. " Such a magnanimous person as will sacrifice his 
life for the deliverance of even a righteous man, is scarcely 
seen in the world. 49. But in this the supreme love of God 
is manifested, that Christ suffered death for us, though 
sinners. "t 

50. Again, in another epistle, exhorting the disciples to the 
duty of liberality, he for the purpose of example, mentioned 
the exceeding kindness of the Saviour. 

Thus: 51. ^'Ye know the mercy of the Lord Jesus ; for 
He being most rich, became Himself poor, to make us 
rich.'l 

62. Again, in a letter sent to the Colossian disciples, Paul 
thus clearly explained the dignity of Christ : 

53. ''He is the image of the invisiUe God, existing before 
the univ^se : the universe, visible and invisible, was created 
by Him. 54. Through Him the whole world was created, 
and for His sake : He is before all things ; by Him every 
thing subsists."§ 

55. In another letter sent to the Philippians, that good 
teacher thus described the deity and humanity of Qirist : 

' Rom. T. If, 15, 19-91. i Rom. v. 7, 8. 

t'tCor. ?iii. S. § CoIoM.i. lS-17. 
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56. "The mighty Lord existing in the divine form, under- 
«tood Himself (to be) perfectly equal with God. 57. Never- 
theless, having assumed the human estate, in the form of a. 
servant, having made Himself devoid of glory. He endured 
the violent death of the cross."* 

58. The knowledge imagined by (man's) own understanding^ 
does not suffice for salvation; all that appears mere folly 
before God. 59. Trust must not therefore be put in it by 
those who seek to gain salvation ; — this Paul thus taught His 
Corinthian disciples : 

60. " In order that the crucifixion of Christ may not be- 
come fruitless, I do not preach that doctrine with skill of 
words. 61. For those who are hastening to destruction 
esteem that holy doctrine (to be) foolishness; and those 
who are on the way to salvation esteem it the power of God. 
62. In the scripture it is declared by God, *I will bring to 
nought the skill of the intelligent, and the wisdom of the 
wise.' 63. Where is the wise ? Where is the (man) skilled 
in scripture ? Where is the worldly disputer ? Hath not God 
turned the wisdom of this world into foolishness ? 64. Since 
the world by its own wisdom knew not God, therefore God 
saved believers by the preaching of Christ. 65. For the 
Jews ask for some great celestial sign, and the Greeks seek 
wisdom by their own intellect. 66. But the Lord Christ, the 
crucified, is preached by us, exceedingly unacceptable to the 
Jews, and contemned by the Greeks. 67. But that Christ is 
esteemed by those called by God, whether Jews or Greeks, (to 
be) the power, and the wisdom of God. 68. I have not instruct- 
ed you with words embellished by man's wisdom, but with 
wonderful works done by the power of the Holy Spirit. 69- 
I have so acted, in order that your faith may not be in human 
wisdom, but in the power of God. 70. But wisdom is spoken 
by us also among the perfect ; but it is not such as (the wis- 
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dom) of the inteUigent of this world. 7 1 . The wisdom spoken 
hf us is all hidden, divine, ordained before the world for the 
accomplishment of our glory."* 

72. What sort of conduct believing men, thus saved by 
God's grace, ought to practise ; — ^is thus declared : 

73. " What shall we say here ? shall we continue in our sm, 
that the grace of God may be the more manifested ? 74. Not 
80 : how shall we, who have before died in respect of sin, again 
live henceforward in the practice of it ? 75. As many (of us) as 
have obtained baptism with reference to Christ, of so many 
must the baptism be understood (to be) in reference to His 
death. 76. Wherefore, as Christ (has) risen from death by 
the power of the Father, so we, having risen, ought to engage 
in a new life. 77' For our old man has been crucified with 
Christ, that we may not serve sin. 78. Wherefore let not sin 
rule your bodies : do not become subject to corporeal lusts. 
79. lyo not commit your members to sin for instruments of 
unrighteousness, but commit them to God, for instruments of 

righteousness."t 

Again : 80. " The grace of God, which is greatly salutifer- 
ous to all men, has been now manifested on earth. 81. By 
its command we are taught to practise sobriety, righteous- 
ness, and piety in this world, denying worldly lusts ; 82. And 
always to continue expecting the manifestation of the great 
Saviour Jesus Christ upon earth. 83, He has become a 
sacrifice, that he might rescue us from sin, and purify us as 
holy people intent on good works."! 

84. As long as any one, not having resorted to Christ, 
strives by his own power to practise righteousness, so long he 
strives in vain. 85. Paul, having experienced such a Avretch- 
ed condition as this in his own heart, explained it clearly in 
the following manner : 
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86. " In me, tHat is, in my body, is the abode of nothing 
good. I wish to do what is excellent, but am not able. 87. 
For what good work I desire, that do I not : but what I desire 
not, that evil work I practise. 88. To me wishing to do 
good, evil always is at hand, — such a law as this do I find in 
myself. 89- For my inner man delights in the divine law ; 
but another law in my body opposes the law of my under- 
standing. 90. On this account I wretched (man) am con- 
tinually becoming subject to the law of sin which exists in my 
members. 91. Who shall deliver me from this body of death ? 
I bless God, through Christ our Lord."* 

92. Whosoever by faith rests upon Christ the Saviour, is by 
the power of the Holy Spirit delivered from the violence of 
sin; 93. And more and more obtains steadfastness in the 
practice of righteousness ; — the glad tidings of this are thus 
declared by Paul : 

94. ^' The law, sprung from Jesus Christ, of the life-giving 
Spirit, has made me free from the law of sin and of death. 
96. God having sent upon earth His own Son, embodied, 
for the purpose of destroying sin, has punished sin in the 
body : 96. In consequence we, not being in slavery to the 
body, but in subjection to the spirit, may be able to keep the 
righteousness enjoined by the law."t 

97. (It is when) men (are) led by the Holy Spirit, and not 
by their own will, (that they) strive after the attainment of 
salvation ; — this the holy instructor taught (thus) : 

98. " Accomplish your own salvation with fearfolness ; for 
God Himself generates in you the will and the deed.''^ 

99. Paul thus described the blessed state of those whose 
hearts are governed by the pure Spirit of God : 

100. '' As many as are led by the divine Spirit, all these 
happy men are the sons of God. 101. They who are sons, 
are also the heirs to their father's wealth : wherefore we are

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heirs of God. 102. If we here suffer affliction with Chriet» 
then in the other world we shall be partakers of His glory. 
103. Present affliction is insignificant in reference to the 
glory which in the other world shall be manifested in us."* 

104. What will be the perfection of those who attain sal- 
vation ;^-of this Paul thus made known the account in another 
place: 

105. '* In chHdhood our understanding, judgment, and so 
forth are duldish; but that course of life fit for children, is 
left off by us when we attain to youth. 1 06. So too our know- 
ledge is now in part ; but in the other world in-part>knowledge 
shall yazuah in (us) who have attained perfection. 107. Now 
we see indistinctly as by a mirror ; but In the other world we 
shall have very clear vision face to faec'^f 

108. Another serrant of Jesus described in these words the 
present dignity of the devout, and their future glory in another 
world: 

John the Apostle of Jesus Christ thus spake : 109. *' Beloved, 
we are now sons of God : but what we shall be in another 
world, IB not now manifest. 110. But this much we know, — 
when the Lord shall appear, then we shall be Mke Him, be- 
holding Him as He is."t 

111. What faith in God the devout, — ^partakers of such a 
Messed condition in this world and the next, — ^practise ; — this 
is thus declared : 

112. ''If God Himself help us, who else shall be able to op. 
pose us? 113. Will not He, who for our good devoted His 
own Son to be slain, with Him give us all things ? 114. Who 
shall accuse the chosen people of God ? God declares them 
righteous; who shall declare them punishable? 115. Christ 
Himself having suffered death, and risen, for our sake, lends 
us his assistance on the right hand of God. 1 16. Who is able to 
separate us ficom the gmce of Christ ? shall affliction, persecu-

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tion, anguish, or slaughter be able ? 117. Nay : but in all such 
calamities we abundantly conquer through Him who loves us. 
118. The whole world is not able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is toward us through Christ."* 

1 IQ. Certain Corinthian disciples, deluded by deluded teach- 
ers, held that there will be no resurrection of the dead. 120. 
Wherefore, from the desire of rescuing those disciples from 
that error, Paul thus demonstrated the future resurrection : 

121. " Beloved brethren, I again make known to you those 
saving good-tidings in which I before instructed you. 122. 
And they are these : The Lord Jesus, having died for our sake, 
and afterwards risen, was seen living, by many persons. 123. 
But if Christ is really risen from the griave, then whence say 
some that the dead shall not rise ? 124. If the resurrection of 
any of the dead does not take place, then Christ Himself is 
not risen from death. 125. If Christ is not risen, then our 
word is untrue, your faith is fruitless, ye have not obtained 
forgiveness of sin. 126. But Christ having really risen from 
the state of death, has become the forerunner of those libera- 
ted from the great sleep. 127. For as by man's means death 
arose in the world, so by man also (comes) the resurrection of 
the dead. 128. As all are subject to death through the first of 
men named Adam, so all shall again obtmn life through Christ. 
129- Again, if no resurrection of the dead takes place, from 
what hope do we continually endure afflictions ? 130. If the 
dead shall not rise to life, let us eat and drink, because our 
momentary life shall to-morrow turn to non-eicistence. 131. 
My brethren, virtuous conduct is corrupted by evil society. 
Some among you are ignorant of God : arising from sin, 
awake. 132. But some one may say, ' In what manner shall 
the dead arise, and what kind of body will they assume ?' 133. 
O fool, wherefore dost thou doubt ? The seed which is sown 
by thee> if it die not, will not become endued with life. 134. 
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And again, that substance of wheat or any other grain, which 
shall spring up from the earth, is not sown, but only its seed. 
135. God at His will gives a form to that which is to be pro- 
duced from the seed, fashioning of different forms the (plants) 
which are to be produced from each seed. 136. So also let it 
be understood that the resurrection of the dead shall be. They 
are sown perishable, they shall rise imperishable; 137. They 
are sown devoid of glory, they shall rise glorious ; They are 
sown feeble, they shall rise powerful; they are sown with 
animal forms, they shall rise spiritual in body. 138. The first 
man, who is produced from the earth, is earthy, the second 
man is the mighty Lord descended from heaven. 139* Such 
as is the earthy man, are all the earthy, and such as is 
the heavenly man, are all the heavenly. 140. And as we 
now bear the image of the earthy man, so shall we hereafter 
bear the form of the heavenly Lord. 141. The present body 
cannot attain to heaven, for never can the perishable attain 
imperishableness. 142. I tell you a mysterious thing ; all men 
shall not die, but on the last day a change shall take place in 
all. 143. For this perishable body shall put on imperishable- 
ness, and this body which is subject to death shall put on im- 
mortality. 144. When this shall be effected, then the saying of 
scripture shall obtain its fulfilment, ' Death is swallowed up by 
rictory.* 145. O terrific death, where is thy sting? O thou 
great conqueror death, where is thy victory? 146. For the 
sting of death, let it be known, is sin, attended by its miserable 
fhiits : and the strength of sin is the avenging law. 147. But 
for ever blessed be God who, through the Lord Jesus, makes 
us victorious. 148. Wherefore, beloved brethren, be intent 
upon the work of the Lord, for your labour shall not be in 
vain.'** 

149. Paul thus declared the miserable fate of those who 
voluntarily reject the glad tidings of Christ: 160. "Attended 
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by angels^ enveloped in flame, the Lord shall appear &om 
heaven for the punishment of those who know not God, and 
contemn the religion of Christ. 151. Then shall these wicked 
men be punished with everlasting destruction from the Lord» 
and His glorious power."* 

152. Christians, though sojourning now in this world, 
should always have a regard to the world to come. 153. Hence> 
excessive devotedness to present objects should not be -prsLC^ 
tised by them, — ^to this effect Paul admonished his followers 
in his epistles. 

Thus : 164. '* We are the subjects of that heavenly world, 
whence the Lord Christ is expected by us as about to come/'-f 

Again: 155. ''Ye ought to seek the things of that world 
above, where Christ is seated on the right hand of God."t 

Again: 156. ''Brethren, be not conformed to this world, 
but being renewed in your mind, assume another habitude. ''§ 

Again : 157^. " Let him who has a wife, be like him who has 
none ; (Let) him who weeps (be) like him who weeps not : (let) 
the joyful (man be like) the joyless ; and (let) the buyer (be) like 
him who possesses not. 158. Let him who is occupied with 
the world, not be occupied with it to excess ; for the present 
form of this world is rapidly passing away.''|| 

159. Though that holy teacher forbade excessive devotion 
to the things of sense, (yet) guided by the Holy Spirit he did 
not enjoin asceticism. 160. On the contrary, he commanded 
that the duties befitting their several ranks should be prac* 
tbed by all men, and that general duties should be practised 
by aU. 161. My pupil, you must see the detail of this in 
scripture, but 1 shall give you a specimen, abridged : 

162. " Let the wife remain in subjection to her husband, 
and let the husband love his wife ; let the child respect the 
command of his parents, and let not the father provoke the 
child. 163. Let the slave in all respects keep the conmiand 
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of his master, not with eye-semce, Imt intent, as the slsTe of 
GhiJst. 164. Let the master practise what is just towards the 
serrant, without threatening, reflecting, * I also have an im- 
partial master in heaven.'* 165. Let all subjects remain sub* 
missive to the chief rulers, for God has ordained all rulers. 
166. Therefore their resisters resist the divine ordinance; 
and as many as resist shall obtain pimishment. 167. Let 
every man give tribute to the receiver of it, custom to the re- 
ceiver of custom, honour to the honourable, let him give to 
each what he ought to receive.f 168. Abandoning lying, let 
him speak truth to another, for we are all mutually members 
of each other. 169. Having become angry let him not there- 
by feU into sin ; let not the sun go down, wrath remaining 
unappeased. 170. Whoever stole before let him not again 
steal; but labouring in an honest occupation, let him earn 
something for giving away."t 

171. God is not contented with merely outward works, but 
requires purity of the heart's affections. 172. Wherefore puri- 
ty in the affections of the heart is earnestly enjoined again and 
again by St. Paul in all his epistles. 

Thus : 173. " Let (every man) subdue fornication and other 
impure lusts ; for on account of these the divine wrath des- 
cends on those who are addicted to them."§ 

Again: 174. '* Know that your bodies are Christ's mem- 
bers : shall I make Christ's members the members of a harlot? 
Let it not be so."|| 

Again: 175. ''Let him forsake bitterness, reviling, anger 
and quarrelling, and as he has obtained forgiveness from God, 
80 let him forgive others.'^ 

Again : 176. " Let no one act from vanity or strife ; but, 
humble-minded, let him esteem others better than himself. 
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177' Let not any one look to his own good qualities slone, l>iit 
let him always attend to the good qualities of others also/'* 

Again: 178. "Let every one practise love to others with 
sincerity; let him be averse to what is evil, and devoted to 
what is good. 179. Let him love another as a brother, and 
honour him pre-eminently. Continuing strenuous in business, 
let him always serve the Lord. 180. Let him always rejoice 
from hope, let him patiently endure affliction, and let him con- 
tinually resort to God with supplications devoutly. 181. By 
gifts let him remove the poverty of the saints ; let him always 
remain addicted to the service of guests. 182. Let him not 
corse, but bless, his persecutors ; let him rejoice with those 
who rejoice, and weep with those who weep. 183. Abandon- 
ing pride, let him act as humble towards the humble ; let him 
be not proud from an idea of the superiority of his knowledge. 
184. (When) injured by another, let him not do him injury 
in return ; let him attend to those works which are praised hy 
all. 185. According to his ability let him practise peace to- 
wards all ; let him never take revenge on those who injure 
him. 186. Let him give drink to his enemy when athirst, and 
feed him when hungry ; let him not be overcome by injury, 
but overcome it by beneficence.^t 

187. That love, most excellent of duties, which is the great 
root of duty towards others, is thus panegyrized by Paul : 

188. ''Though I know all the mysteries of religion, and be 
possessed of faith, but am not possessed of love, then I have 
no excellence. 189. Though I give all my property to the 
poor, and my body to be burned, but am not possessed of 
love, then I shall have no advantage. 190. Love is always 
forgiving, and very kind ; love is devoid of envy, and is never 
proud. 191. Love does not what is unbefitting, and does 
not seek after its own objects; does not soon glow with 
anger, or suspect evil in others. 192. Love rejoices not in 
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imrighteousness^ but with truth; is not a revealer of faults, 
is patient, and trustful."* 

193. Men ought not to think of their own pleasure only, but 
ngard should be had by them to the welfare of others also. 
194. Hence though there is no crime in eating flesh, never- 
theless thought should be taken that no brother may stumble 
in consequence of it. 195. This Paul, who cared for the welfare 
of all his disciples, thus taught to certain Christians who ate 
flesh. 

196. " Let (every one) receive with kindness the person who 
is weak in faith, but not implicate him in reasonings on dis- 
puted questions. 197. Some one believes thus, ' I may eat all 
things ;' but another who is weak eats only herbs. 198. Let 
not him who eats all things despise him who does not eat ; and 
in like manner let not him who does not eat blame him who 
eats all things. 199. Let not one blame another; but be 
careful that he do not place a stumbling-block before his 
brother. 200. There is no impurity in any thing of itself; 
but whatever is considered by any one impure, that is impure 
to him. 201. If thy brother is grieved on account of thy 
food, then thy conduct is not loving. 202. Destroy not 
thou by thy meat him for whom Christ the mighty Lord 
Himself suffered death. 203. The abandonment of eating 
meat and other things, on account of which thy weak brother 
may stumble or be made to fall, will be good. 204. The 
divine kingdom is not of the nature of meat and drink ; but 
it is righteousness, peace, and joy, through the Holy Spirit."t 

205. Paul continually enjoined in his epistles prayer, which 
is the great means of attaining salvation, and instrument of 
perfection in righteousness. 

Thus : 206. " Let (every one) remain always joyful, pray con- 
tinually, and in every thing practise thanksgiving to God.*'t 
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Again : 207. *' Let no (one) be distressed with anxiety, bnt 
with thanksgivings let him represent to €rod all the (things) 
which he has to implore. 208. That being done, the peace of 
God, which surpasses all comprehension, shall preserve hia 
heart/'^ 



CHAPTER X. 
THE CONCLUDING EXHORTATION. 

The pupil says : 1. My teacher, through your kindness, I' 
have heard the whole history of St. Paul, and an abridgment 
of the instruction delivered by him. 2. How the fire^f love 
to Jesus burned in his heart ; — ^with what patience he endured 
affliction for the Lord's sake; — 3. With what exertion he, 
though persecuted by the wicked, strove to draw men to the 
Saviour of the world ;— -4. With what patience that holy teacher 
endeavoured, by continual exhortations, to bring back wander- 
ing disciples to tiie right path; — ^5. Having learnt all this 
devotedness of this high-souled man, I honour him with a 
greatiy delighted heart. 

The teacher replies : 6. That you thus, my pupil, applaud 
tiie high-souled Paul, is in place, and I am pleased at it. 7- 
But eulogy of him alone is not fitting ; let his unshaken de- 
votedness be also imitated by you. 8. As he, when called by 
the Lord, gladly embraced His religion, so do you, having 
beard tiie Redeemer's call, devote yourself to Him. 9. As he 
esteemed present loss for Christ's sake (to be) gain, so do you 
*^ladly abandon every thing else for the gain of Christ. 10. 
As he entered the Lord's church fearless of enemies, so do 
you, becoming without fear, embrace tiie discipleship of 
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Christ. 11. As he, when persecuted by the wicked, endured 
for the Lord's sake, so do you remain unshaken, though 
oppressed by adversaries. 12. As the pure fire of love to 
Christ burned in his heart, so too let its flame shine, my 
pupil, in your heart. 13. As he abandoned selfish objects, 
devoted to Christ's service, so do you sacrifice every selfish 
object for the Lord's service. 14. As he, esteeming himself 
imperfect, strove after perfection in righteousness, so do you, 
praying to God, continually endeavour after perfection. 15. 
As he, dissatisfied with earthly pleasures, desired supreme 
felicity, so do you desire the most excellent blessedness of 
the world to come. 16. As Paul, regarding Jesus as his ex- 
ample, always followed Him, so do you, my pupil, regarding 
Paul as your example, follow Him. 17. My pupil, I have 
folly taught you the glory of Jesus, the mighty Lord, who 
is the only Saviour of men. IS. Having beheld that great 
divine light descended upon earth, do not turn away your 
sight from it. 19. Eternal divine wrath shall descend on 
those ungrateful (men) who shall despise the pre-eminent 
grace of God. 
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
